—A nation-wide man hunt lasting 
more than three years came to an 
ené@ here today with announcement 
by police that one of two holdup 
men shot to death here last Tues- 
day in a fight with seven officers 
has been identified as Thomas Rob- 
ert Crawford, who fled with his sis- 
ter and another man after the mur- 
der of Corporal Brady Paul of the 
Pennsylvania State police, Dec. 27, 
1929. 

Crawford, whose sister, Irene 
Schroeder and companion, Glenn 
Dague, subsequently were captured 
in the Arizona hills and, elettro 
cuted for the murder, was identified 
through the National Bureau of 
Identification. His eompanion was 
identified as John Huff. 

The two holdup men were killed 
in a second floor downtown flat 
when they fired on police who 
sought them for robbing the res 
taurant of Dorsey Hearon at More- 
house. The cafe owner subsequently 
identified them as the two who held 
him up and stole a rifle. 

About 35 shots were exchanged 
before the fugitives fell, each with 
several bullet holes in his body. Al- 
though labels and other marks of 
identification had been removed 
from their clothins, their finger 
prints led to their identification 
through’the National Bureau at 
Washington. Huff had been ar- 
rested and released at Joplin and 
Texarkana, Afk., on vagrancy 
charges. :

I had feared that 
the most I could get would be a 
formal congratulatory message to 
the paper or the publisher—the 
kind that Presidents are in the 
habit of giving on such occasions.

Swager Sherley of Kentucky, fre- 
quent visitor at the Roosevelt home 

in New York and a member of 
Friday night’s budget conference, 
is now placed by the speculators as 
the best bet for Secretary of the 
Treasury. 

Sherley, comparatively young and 
schooled in democracy and finance, 
is a former chairman of the House 
Appropriations Committee. This is 
regarded as giving him the qualifi- 
cations Roosevelt is looking for. 
The President-elect has wanted a 
man for the Treasury office not in- 
timately attached to the big bank- 
ing business such as Senator Glass 
of Virginia, a Secretary of Treasury 
in the Cabinet of Woodrow Wilson. 

Senator Walsh is known to be in 
the mind of Roosevelt for the At- 
torney-Generalship. He is recog- 
nized by Senate colleagues as a law- 
yer of highest standing. However, 
friends of the Montana Senator 
have indicated he prefers to remain 
in the Senate rather than accept 
the Attorney-Generalship, which he 
is represented to feel is more of an 
administrative office than an op- 
portunity for the exercise of legal 
abilities. 

One Cabinet Certainty. 

James A. Farley, campaign man- 
ager for Roosevelt, is regarded as 
a certainty for -Postmaster-Gen- 
eral—and the only certainty so far 
in the Roosevelt Cabinet. 

Apparently authentic gossip has 
put Henry Wallace, of Iowa, in the 
Roosevelt Cabinct as Secretary of 
Agriculture. Wallace, the editor 
of a farm journal, was a strong 
supporter in the presidential cam- 
paign. 

The speculation on the Secretary 
of State for the Roosevelt Cabinet 
is very limited. The names of 
Norman Davis, former Democrat 
Under-Secretary of State and now 
the nation’s leading negotiator in 
Europe on disarmament and eco- 
nomics, is most frequently heard. 
Also Frank L. Polk, of New York, 
another former Under-Secretary, is 
mentioned. 

William H. Woodin, president of 
the American Car & Foundry Co., 
of New York, is another almost 
daily caller on Roosevelt when he 
is in New York City.

of law after his graduation from 
Amherst College until his death 
last Thursday the nation over 
which he held the reins of govern- 
ment for five and one-half years 
had earlier shown its respect and 
its sympathy to his widow. 

It was in his home there, “The 
Beeches” that he died, stricken 
without warning by a heart attack. 
Today his body was carried from 
the home to the church where for 
an hour it lay in state as men and 
women and children filed past in 
their last farewell. 

There was far too little time for 
all to enter who would have done 
so. There were far too few scats 
within the walls for those who 
would have attended the funeral 
service. 

Notables at the Church. 

Besides the President, among the 
notable persons present at the 
services were Vice-President Curtis, 
Charles HB. Hughes, 
tice of the United States; 
Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt, wife 
of the President-elect, and with 
her, her son, James, Justice Stune 
of the Supreme Court, Secretary of 
State Henry L. Stimson, Secretary 
of the Navy Charles Francis Adams 
and Secretary of Commerce Roy 
D. Chapin. There were members 
of the United States Senate and the 
House of Representatives, Govern- 
ors of his neighboring New En- 
gland States and representatives of 
foreign governments, headed by 
Ambassador Paul Claudel of 
France. 

The casket rested before’ the 
flower banked pulpit of the church, 
a guard at attention beside it. 

Outside, the crush was terrific. 
Police estimated that there were at 
least 15,000 persons in the narrow 
streets between the station and the 
church. They got beyond all con- 
trdl and even the presidential party 
had difficulty in getting into the 
church. 

The congressional delegation of 
50, marching in double file, at- 
tempted to walk from the station. 
Their ranks were broken and they 
finally got there in small groups 
with their top hats somewhat bat- 
tered. The funeral service had to 
be delayed «until an emergency 
squad of police cleared the way for 
them and finally roped off an area 
about the church. 

President Sits With Mrs. Coolidge. 

President and Mrs. Hoover ar- 
rived from Washington half an 
hour before the time set for the 
service. They entered the church 
a few minutes before the service 
began and were escorted to the 
front pew directly below the cas- 
ket. The doors had already been 
closed to the public. 


The organist played the largo 
from Dvorak’s “New World” sym- 
phony, through which run. the 
strains of an old Negro spiritual, 
“Going Home.” Mrs. Coolidge had 
asked that it be played. 

The President sat with his head 
bowed, rising with the congrega- 
tion, as Mrs. Coolidge entered the 
auditorium. 

Mrs. Coolidge, accompanied by 
her son and daughter-in-law, en- 
tered and took her place in the 
front pew with President and Mrs. 
Hoover. Mrs, John Coolidge sat at 
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Ancestors in Vermont 


her right, between her and Mrs. 
Hoover. In pews nearby Vice- 
President Curtis and Chief Jus- 
tice Hughes were seated and be- 
hind them were others of the 
Washington delegation. 

The Rev. Mr. Penner stepped 
forward and delivered a brief invo- 
cation. 

A quartette sang the hymn 

“Lead, Kindly Light” and the min- 
ister red from the Scriptures, first 
the Forty-sixth Psalm, beginning, 
“God is our refuge and strength” 
and then the 12lst Psalm, “I will 
lift up mine eyes unto the moun- 
tains, from whence my help shall 
come.” 

He read also Romans 8; Second 
Corinthians 5 and John 14. 

Then he began his prayer: “Al- 
mighty God, our heavenly Father, 
at this moment a whole nation, 
stricken with grief, bows before 
Thee. 

“But it is not alone a griéf- 
stricken nation which bows before 
Thee—it is a thankful nation as 
well. We thank Thee for the life 
of him whose death we now mourn. 
We thank Thee for what his life 
has meant to the country and to 
the world. , 


“We thank Thee for the exem- 
plary devotion which he showed in 
the discharge of all his public du- 
ties. We thank Thee for the faith- 
fulness with which he served his 
town. We thank Thee for the 
measure of dedication which he 
brought to the service of the 
Commonwealth, and above all do 
we bless Thee for the consecration 
with which he served his country in 
the highest office within the gift of 
the people. He kept the faith 
which the people placed in him.” 
As he ended his prayer, the quar- 
tette sang softly, “O, Love That Wilt 
Not Let Me Go,” and at the close 
of the selection the Rev. Mr. ,Pen- 
ner pronounced the benediction. 

Throughout the service President 
Hoover sat with head bowed. Bene- 
diction ended, the organ again 
sounded softly and the congrega- 
tion rose and stood while Mrs. 
Coolidge walked down the aisle, be- 
tween her son and his wife. 


Mrs. Coolidge was driven back to 
her home, where President and Mrs. 
Hoover joined her a few minutes 
later. They remained with her sev- 
eral minutes before leaving for the 
special train which carried them 
back to Washington. 


The casket bearing Mr. Cool- 
idge’s body was borne from the 
church by six Northampton police- 
men, among them men who had 
served under him during his term 
as Mayor. It was placed in the 
hearse, the cortege was formed and 
headed northward toward the Ver- 
mont line. 


As the procession, numbering 22 
automobiles, preceded and flanked 
by motorcycle policemen, moved 
along the highway, rain, which had 
fallen intermittently during the 
day, poured down, but the sun 
broke through the clouds as the 
Vermont line was crossed. 

Along the highway dozens of au- 
tomobiles were parked and their 
occupants stood with bowed heads 
while the cortege passed. Flags on 
public buildings and private homes 
fluttered at half staff. Here and 
there children stood in groups. Be- 


fore one country schoolhouse the 
pupils stood in line in two rows at 
attention. 

At Bellows Falls, a delegation of 
the American Legion, in uniform, 
stood at attention as the procession 
passed. 

At Proctorsville, the cortege was 
joined by Mr. Coolidge’s last sur- 
viving aunt, who was his mother’s 


past 90. In the car were her two 
sons, Fred and Clark. 


As the way became more winding 
and the grades steeper, settlements 
were farther apart, but along the 
way and beside isolated farm 
houses men stood in silent and 
bare-headed respect. There were 
women in some groups—and chil- 
dren. Boy Scouts in uniform stood 
at attention. 

The Final Rites. 


The cortege moved more slowly 
as the narrower, country roads, 
made slippery by the rain, were 
trayersed. It wag later, than the 
hour set for the burial when it en- 
tered this little hamlet of seven 
houses. Barely 10 minutes had 
passed before the service was con- 
cluded. 

The rattle of a sudden burst of 
hail, falling through the leafless 
branches of the elms and. maples, 
mingled with the firm timbre of 
the clergyman’s voice as he begun 
the short committal service. 

“All that the Father giveth Me 
shall come unto Me and him that 
cometh to Me I will in no wise cast 
out,” he began. He finished and 
the body was lowered into the 
grave. 

The clergyman wuitered a brief 
prayer and then recited the words 
of Robert Richardson’s poem, con- 
cluding with the words, “Good 
night, dear heart, good night, good 
night.” A simple benediction encea 
the service. 

With Mrs. Coolidge and her son 
and his wife at the grave were 
Mrs. Dwight W. Morrow, Mrs. Reu- 
ben D. Hills, Mrs. Coolidge’s closest 
friend in Northampton, former Gov. 
John Trumbull of Connecticut, 
whose daughter is John Coolidge’s 
wife, former Senator William M. 
Butler of Massachusetts, long a 
close friend of Mr. Coolidge. 

As the party left the cemetery 


four members of the Vermont Na- 
tional Guard took posts at the 
(four corners of the graveyard. They 
remained as darkness fell and re- 
mained on watch throughout the 
night. 

About the grave lay floral tri- 
butes from high and low; among 
them a wreath from the home folks 
of Plymouth. A silken band across 
the fresh flowers bore only the 
words, “Plymouth neighbors.” To- 
morrow night these neighbors pian 
to hold a memorial service in the 
neat white church which stands 
in the village directly behind the 
room in which Mr. Coolidge was 
born. 

Tonight a light still flickered in 
the living room of the old Cool- 
idge homestead—the home where 
Calvin Coolidge took the oath of 
office as President of the United 
States on the night when President 
Harding died. 

Beside the light, alone with her 
memories of the former President 
and his father and his sons who 
had played about the old house in 
other days, was Miss Pierce. She 
sat in an old fashioned - rocking 
chair beside the table on which

CHICAGO, Jan. 7.—Ted Newhber- 
ry, notorious Chicago gang leader, 
was found slain today on a road 
near Chesterton, Ind., 15 miles 
east of Gary. The dapper gunman, 
who was said to have killed many 
rival gangsters, met death as had 
his victims. His body was found 
sprawled face down in a ditch be- 
side a dirt road. A bullet had been 
fired into his head behind the right 
ear. 

Police said he had been

Two ‘children of John Goforth, 
unemployed laborer, were severely 
burned last night when gasoline 
was ignited as he poured it into a 
lamp used to illuminate the one 
room, formerly occupied as a store, 
which the family occupies in a ten- 
ement at 1725 South Third street. 

Martha, 5 years old, and John Jr., 
2, were playing on the floor about 
9:30 o’clock near the bench on 
which the lamp was placed. Their 
father extinguished it, to replen- 
ish the fuel supply, and started to 
pour the gasoline before the lamp 
had cooled. i 

The gasoline became ignited, and 
when Goforth dropped the contain- 
er the blazing fluid was splashed 
on his children. He rolled them 
in blankets to extinguish the flames 
and was himself badly burned on 
the hands and arms.

DE SOTO, Wis., Jan. 7.—Ewvicted 
from Iowa as indigent non-resi- 
dents, Mr. and Mrs. Frank Downey 
and their five children today were 
sheltered in a house near Viroqua 
while Vernon County authorities 
considered what action should be 
taken in the case. 

-Martin Gulbrandson, Vernon 
County District Attorney, said he 
was convinced after a talk with’ 
Downey that the family was ille- 
gally removed from -Allamakee 
County, Iowa, where they had lived 
slice 1928. He said, however, that 
Vernon County would take care of 
them “as a civilized community 
ought to.” 

Downey and his family were 
loaded into a truck with all their 
possessions Thursday and taken by 
Sheriff William Baxter of Iowa to 
Prairie du Chien under an order 
signed by Judge Herbert Taylor of 
Allamakee County. . 

Although Sheriff Baxter paid two 
weeks rent on a house, Police Chief 
Carl Konichek refused to permit 
truckmen te unload the family at 
Prairie du Chien. The Downeys 
were returned to Waukon, Ia., and 
lodged there for the night. 

Yesterday Sheriff Baxter again 


brought the family into Wisconsin, 
Gulbrandson said, and left them 
and their household goods beside 
Highway 35, three miles north of 
here. The Sheriff and his truck had 
disappeared when Vernon County 
authorities heard of the family’s 
plight and went to investigate. 

“The Downeys never had a hear- 
ing in court,” the Prosecutor said, 
“and if they did there is no law 
permitting the deportation of per- 
sons like dogs and cattle.

Dt PACHMANN, NOTED 
PIANIST, DIES AT 84 


He Once, Admitted He Was 
World’s Greatest—Funeral 
in Rome Today. 


By the Associated Press. 

ROME, Jan. 7. — Viadimir de 
Pachmann, one of the world’s most 
brilliant and most eccentric masters 
of the piano, died here yesterday 
from a kidney ailment. He was 84 
years old. 

Death came to him at the home 
of his good friend and collaborator, 
Francesco Pallottelli. Corinaldesi, 
the Italian composer, with whom 
the Russian-born virtuoso lived 
since becoming an Italian citizen in 
1928. Funeral services will be to- 
morrow, with burial here. 

Mr. De Pachmann’s two sons who 
reside in Paris came to Rome sev- 
eral days ago when their father’s 
condition became grave and were 
present when he died. 

The great pianist had conducted 
concerts in Italy during the last 20 
years and always drew large au- 
diences. He was active until re 


@ently, despite his illness, and gave 


several concerts during the last 
year. 

He had lived quietly here, shun- 
ning publicity and newspaper men | 
so completely that even the news 
of his death was not learned uatil 
a day after it occurred.

He first became known as eccen- 
tric when he would break off play- 
ing in the middle of a Chopin pre- 
lude to deliver an interpretation of 
the music.

when it becomes necessary for the, 
Democrats to enact their proposal 
for higher income taxes, party lead- 
ers said tonight, the new rates will | 
be governed by the then prevailing 
needs of the Treasury. 
Although the storm of protest 
which greeted the announcement 
that President-elect Roosevelt's con- 
ference with congressional Demo- 
cratic leaders had approved this 
step brought a response that it was 
a last-resort method of balancing 
the budget, the party spokesmen 
were still talking of it today. They 
emphasized that the proposal was 


intendedly “elastic.” 

Determined to push through be- 
fore March 4 a program to meet the 
expected $492,000,000 Treasury defi- 
cit in the next fiscal year, the Dem- 
ocrats, however, plan to await the 
outcome of the beer legislation and 
taxation bill and learn how much 
economy can be effected before 
submitting additional tax legisla- 
tlon to Congress. 

Program Is Fiexible. 


Senator Harrison of Mississippi, 
one of the conferees, today stressed 
the assertion that definite rates in 
the income tax proposal ‘were not 
agreed upon at the New York con- 
ference, but that the program was 
“flexible” and would be drafted on 
the basis of revenue needs. 

“If the President vetoes the beer 
bill it will make our troubles that 
much harder,” he said. 

This was in line with a state- 
ment by Speaker Garner, who said 
that “if the President vetoes the 
beer bill we'll have to get the $125,- 
000,000 expected from it, from some 
place else.” The Speaker also said 
emphatically that there had been 
no break between himself and 
Roosevelt on the tax program. 

The Democrats expect the beer 
legislation to be placed before 
President Hoover in about two 
weeks. 

If Beer Bill Fails. 


Apparently confident they can) 
cut $100,000,000 off supply bills and) 
raise $137,000,000 through re-enact-| 
ment of the Federal gasoline levy, | 
the Democrats pointed out that if 
the beer bill fails of enactment, | 
about $255,000,000 would have to be) 
raised through income and other} 
levies, to meet the estimated defi-, 
cit. 

Asserting there had been consid: 
erable “confusion” over the pro-| 
posed new income tax plan, Sena-'! 
tor Harrisor said there were sev- 
eral alternative propositions dis- 
cussed and added: . 

“So, of course, the plan is a very 
elastic one, and we could frame 
our conclusions to meet the exact 
amount we might need. Of course, 
whatever increase is decided upon 
will run through the entire list of 
incomes, proportionately through 
the higher brackets.” 


The Best Plan. 


“My opinion is,” Harrison contin- 
ued, “that we must pass a tax pro- 
gram that will raise at least $400,- 
000,000, 

“The conference agreed and the 
President-elect was strong for it 
that the budget must be balanced 
and the plan agreed upon was 
thought to be the best pian.”

In his younger days he was a 
fiery organizer and he was one of 
the first persons who made S&t.

Organized labor work has always 
been his chief interest from the 
days of his apprenticeship, through 
the years of his friendship with 
Samuel Gompers and the heyday 
of organized labor, down to today, 
when the industrial depression has 
tended to deplete its ranks.

Willism L. Brace, Evahston, Il, 


attorney, be returned to St. Louis 
for trial on charges of obtainiing 
money by false pretenses. 

Brace, secretary of Fidelity Bond 
& Mortgage Co. and a director of 
its affiliate, Fidelity Bank & Trust 
Co., both of which failed more than 
a year ago, was indicted jointly 
with J. U. Menteer, president of the 


mortgage company and chairman 
of the bank’s directors. 

The indictment was returned last 
November as a: result of a com- 
plaint filed by Simon Van Raalte, 
real estate dealer and money lend- 
er, who charged the mortgage com- 
pany misrepresented to him the 
value of a first mortgage on the 
Fairmont Hotel when he’ purchased 
a second deed of trust on the prop- 
erty. ) 

Contends He Is Innocent. 

Following his arrest at Evanston, 
where he now lives, Bra¢e protest- 
ed his innocence of any wrongdo- 
ing and refused to waive extradi- 
tion. In the extradition hearing be- 
fore De Witt Billman, representing 
Gov. Emmerson, Brace maintained 
that he had acted in good faith in 
his dealings with Van Raalte. 

Hillman reported to Gov. Emmer- 
son his conclusion that Brace had 
committed no crime and recom- 
mended that extradition be refused.

“SETTLEMENT OF 
GROVE ESTATE 


Executors Fix Value of As- 
sets Handled by Them at 
$11,789,948, Including 
$3,639,071 Realty. 


The first settlement made by Ed- 
win W. Grove Jr. and the St. Louis 
Union Trust Co. as executors under 
the will of Grove’s father, Edwin 
W. Grove, presidént of the Paris 
Medicine Co., who died five years 
ago, was approved by Probate 
Judge Holtcamp yesterday. The re- 


port embraced assets on hand be- 
tween Jan. 28, 1927, and June 30 
last, during which the executors 
handled assets of the estate valued 
by them at $11,789,948. 

Among the items were real estate 
appraised at $3,639,071; notes, list- 
ed as “good,” $884,925; corporation 
stock, $755,066; bonds, $25,000; cash, 
$132,845; miscellaneous property, 
$210,846, and “total receipts” 
amounting to $6,111,276. ; 

The settlement shows that the 
executors have a Balance of $94,- 
415 after making various disburse- 
ments. A considerable part of the 
disbursements was made by the 
executors to themselves as trustees. 
Grove’s will created the trust es- 
tate, naming his widow, Mrs. Ger- 
trude Grove; a daughter, Mrs. 
Frank Seely, and the son, Edwin, 
as beneficiaries. 

Other disbursements were the 
payment of claims aggregating 
$2,654,254, taxes such as Federal in- 
come, Federal estate, State inheri- 
tance and general property levies 
amounting to $1,139,352; traveling 
expenses for executors, $8175, and 
attorneys’ fees, appraisers’ charges 
and court costs, $60,283. Executors’ 
commissions amounted to $800,000, 
as shown by the settlement, al- 
though in July, 1931, the Probate 
Court authorized a payment to 
them of $943,530 based on the actual 
value of property handled. 

Grove’s widow, who has _ since 
died, renounced his will, as she had 
a legal right to do, and took her 
dower interest, amounting to one- 
third. Under her will her son is 
named as beneficiary. The Grove 
estate is one of the largest ever 
administered on in this city. Based 
on commissions to executors, as 
authorized by the court, the actual 
value of the estate would be around 
$18,000,000, as the legal rate allowed 
executors is 5 per cent on all dis- 
bursements.

Lashly, lawyer and chairman of 
the board of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, is noncommittal, but is 
known to be thinking about enter- 
ing the race.

to do so. He has been told by 
party workers that 36 of the 56 
members of the Democratic City 
Committee would support him, an 
assertion which some committee- 
men dispute.

‘ NEW YORK, Jan. 7.—“Emperor 
Jones,” Eugene O’Neill’s play of the 
Pullman porter who made himself 
King, was presented for the first 
time today as an opera at the Met- 
ropolitan Opera House. 

This piece of the Russian-born 
composer, Louis Gruenberg, is 
weird drama with dissonant music, 
in which tom-toms echo constantly 
through the jungle, horns drown 
out violins and a xylophone makes 
its debut in grand opera orchestra-~ 
tion. 

But the audience, the largest of 
the season, gave it an ovation. Very 
few left the auditorium during the 
22 curtain calls that consumed al- 
most half an hour, 

Most of these were for Gruenberg 
and Lawrence Tibbett, the baritone 
who sang the title role. ; . 

It was a trying role for Tibbett. 
He was on the stage all but a few 
minutes of the continuous’ seven 
scenes of the hour and 15-minute 
opera. Aside from the chorus, there 
were only three other principals, 
Marek Windheim, Pearl Besuner 


The curtain rises without over- 
ture. There is a sort of atmos- 
pheric prelude, repeated between 
all the scenes in which Negroes 
stalk and shout through the jungle, 
crying for vengeance against “Em- 
peror Jones.” 

Thzough the scenes, the Emperor 
seeks to escape from his subjects 
and the recollections of his days as 
a Pullman porter. Fleeing from his 
palace at the first sign of revolt, 
he hurries toward the seashore and 
safety. Nearer, louder the tom- 
toms and the shatits. Silence. And 
out of this swell, the opera’s peak 
of power, rises its only snatch of 
melody, woven from a Negro spir- 
itual. 

It is a mad Emperor now, 
wracked with illusions. He shouts, 
“It’s me, oh Lawd—standin’ in de 
need of prayer.” 

The tom-toms sound louder, near- 
er come the savages, bent on de- 
stroying this American Negro who 
swaggered into their island and 
built an empire. Louder grows the 


Emperor’s wail: “Tain’t my brud- 
der, ’tain’t my sister—it’s me, oh 
Lawd, standin’ in the need of 
prayer.” 

As his doom nears, the Emperor 
recalls his crapshooting days. He 
sees in his vision, “Jeff—the nigger 
I done killed.” Thén, the chain 
gang and the stone gang. He sees 
a slave block of the ante-bellum 
days. 

The savages close in. The sun 
rises. His subjects rush over a hill- 
top, led by a witch doctor. They 
dash forward with spears. And the 
Emperor, with the silver bullet he 
has prepared against such a day, 
ends his life. 

Writtea in English, the opera has 
no arias. Seldom does singing ob- 
trude upon the clear, understand- 
able speech. _Oaths are frequent, 
“darkey talk” almost constant. 


Newspapers were unanimous 
their praise. The Times says: 


“This opera, ‘The Emperor Jones,’ 
whatever the ultimate rating of 
libretto and score, is incontestably 
the finest American opera that the 
Metropolitan has produced,’ the 
finest American opera as yet pru- 
duced anywhere, and—excellent 
qualities of former works to the 
contrary notwithstanding the 
first American opera by a composer 
whose dramatic instinct and intui< 
tion for the theater seems unfail- 
ing, and whose musical technique 
is characterized by a very complete 
modern knowledge, and a reckless 
mastery of his means.” 


The American: “This. score is 
easily the most distinctive, convinc- 
ing, artistically powerful that has 
been written by any American 
composer. It is worth a dozen of 
the new modern foreign importa- 
tions which we have heard at the 
Metropolitan during the past dec- 
ade. One feels, however, that it 
would have been a better idea to 
keep up continually the sinister 
beating of the tom-tom as it was 
done in the original play.

Cleveland alaes Man, 
Arrested 14 Years After 
Escape in Colorado, Says 
Woman Betrayed Him. 


JUMPED APPEAL 
BOND IN ST. LOUIS 


He Had Been Sentenced to 
Two Years in Prison for 

. Auto Theft—Discrepan- 
cies in His Story. 


Glenn Smeeman, respected husi- 
ness man in Cleveland for nine 
years, who was arrested there 
Thursday after it was learned he 
had escaped from the Colorado 
State Penitentiary 14 years ago and 
released under bond, was being 


- sought again last night at the re- 


cuest of St. Louis authorities, who 
said he jumped bond here in 1916 
to escape a two-year prison sen- 
tence for automobile theft. 

His arrest at Cleveland, re- 
quested by Colorado authorities, 
was brought about he believes by a 
woman with whom he associated 
before his reform. “I went to 
prison once rather than expose 
her,” Smeeman said. “Three months 
ago I met her in Detroit. I gave 
her $25. She demanded more, and 
when I refused she said she would 
turn me in to collect a $50 reward 
for my capture.” 

Smeeman, known in Cleveland as 
Harry Stanley, part owner of a 
successful music publishing firm, 
told police he went to Cleveland on 
a freight train 14 years ago after 
his escape from the Colorado Peni- 
tentiary. He is married and father 
of a three-month-old child. A $25,- 
000 home is under construction for 
him in a Cleveland suburb. He 
drives an expensive automobile. 

Doesn’t Mention St. Louis. 

Of his. St.. Louis difficulties he 
has said nothing, but after brief 
questioning following his arrest 
ruefully admitted that in 1917, un- 
der the name of Glenn Smeeman, 
he was committed to the Colorado 
State Penitentiary for three years 
for an automobile theft at Denver. 
Five months later, he admitted, he 
escaped from a trusty gang. 

Smeeman, released on $1000 bond, 
said he would appear voluntarily 
at Denver next week and appeal 
for a pardon,, basing his plea on 
his reform and proof that he has 
been a respected citizen since escap- 
ing from the penitentiary. “He will 
be given the same consideration as 
any other prisoner,’ Governor-elect 
Johnson of Colorado, said, when in- 
formed of Smeeman’s plan. 

Meanwhile, Circuit Attorney Mil- 
ler, advised of Smeeman’s St. Louis 
record, notified Cleveland officials 
to hold the prisoner pending action 
by Sheriff Madden. The convicted 
man technically is the Sheriff's 
charge, and legal steps to bring 
Smeeman back so that his sentence 
may be executcd must originate 
with that office. 

His Arrest in St. Louis. 

Smeeman’s record was recalled 
by Detective Lieutenant Norris of 
the Auto Theft Bureau, who read 
newspaper accounts of the arrest 
of “Stanley” at Cleveland. Files at 
Police Headquarters disclosed that 
Smeeman, using the name of Her- 


bert Foster, was arrested here in 


1915 after he sold a stolen automo- 
bile. He admitted the sale, but con- 
tended he bought the machine from 
aman he could not name, 

When detectives sought to arrest 
him, they reported, he attempted 
to throw carbolic acid on them, but 
they took the bottle from him. 
With him when he was taken in 
custody was a woman who said she 
was his wife, Mrs. Lulu Foster. 

He later admitted his name was 
not Foster but Glenn Smeeman. 
Tried and convicted of grand lar- 
ceny in Circuit Judge Kimmel’s 
court, he posted an appeal bond 
and disappeared. His petition later 
was dismissed for failure to perfect 
the appeal.

COOLIDGE’S DEATH ASCRIBED 
TO THROMBOSIS BY DOCTOR 


Same Disease (Clotting of Artery) 
Factor in the Deaths of Three 
Other Presidents.

NORTHAMPTON, Mass., Jan. 7. 
—The death certificate for Calvin 
Coolidge, filed today with City 
Clerk James R. Mansfield, certi- 
fied that the cause of death was 
“probably coronary thrombosis.” 

The certificate was signed by Dr. 


‘Edward W. Brown, county medical 


examiner and the Coolidge family 
physician. It listed the former 
President as a “lawyer (retired).” 
The name of Mrs. Coolidge was 
given as the “informant.” 

City Clerk Mansfield will pre- 
serve the original certificate and 
send a copy to the State House in 
Boston. 

The signature of George R. 
Turner, agent of the Board of 
Health, is on the certificate under 
certification that report of death 
had been made prior to the issu- 
ance of a transit permit.

Consular Authorities Say Dr. Joao 
Nermano Is Fugitive 
Embezzier 


By the Associated Press. ' 
BOSTON, Jan. 7.—Dr. Joao Fret. 
erico Normano, lecturer at Har- 
vard University, must remain in 
a jail cell until Mcnday as the re- 
sult of action in the Federal Court 
today. Normano is charged by the 
German Consular authorities with 
being a former banker of Berlin, 
Germany, who is alleged to have 
fraudulently obtained more thar 
3,000,000 reichmarks (about $750,- 
000). 

J udge A. K. Cohen of the Munic- 
ipal Court, counsel for Normano, 
told United States Commissioner 
Edwin C. Jenney that Normano was 
not Isaac Lewin, the banker sought 
the world over. Cohen said Nor- 
mano was born in Brizal and knew 
nothing of the Beriin case. As the 
hearing today was solely on the 
matter of bail, Cohen said Normano 
was a poor man and that any bail 
would haveto be provided by his 
friends. Normano declined to make 
any statement, saying his counsel 
would talk for him. 

Commissioner Jenney continued 
the matter of bail until Monday and 
set Jan. 27 as the day for a hearing 
on the matter of Normano’s iden- 
tity. The lecturer must return to 
a cell at the East. Cambridge jal 
until Monday. 

Dr. Normano is associate director 
of the Harvard Bureau of Eco- 
nomic Research in Latin-America 
and a lecturer on economics. This 
is his second year at the university.

The balance is due to the 
fact that there was $19,325 to the 
credit of the receivership when 
Levy resigned. 

‘In the report the court is asked 
to decide to whom the remaining 
funds shall be paid and whether 
or not the present operators of the 
hotel should continue to pay rentals 
to the receiver or to the trustee for 
equity holders. It is set forth that 
the operators paid the receiver the 
monthly rental of $4166.66 from 
April 1 to Oct. 1 but have since 
refused to pay as the equity holders 
also claim the rentals. According 
to Sievers the operating company, 
composed of Picks Hotel Co. and 
Sweet Hotels, Inc., is willing to pay 
as soon as the court decides who 
is entitled to the money. 

The present managers took over 
the hotel on a basis of a guaranteed 
rental of $50,000 a year and a per- 
centage of income from the hotel 
to go to equity owners.

One theory was that a short cir- | 
cut from a stove used to keep vot-. 
any experiments at the proper | 
temperature had started the fire. | 

The fire in the Interstate Com- | 
merce Commission Building started | 
on the upper floor of the incom- | 
pleted structure standing in the | 
midst of the skeletons of new | 
buildings to house Government de- 
partments. | 

It began within the woodwork in | 
the attic floor and heavy damage | 
was done to steel and stone work | 
by timbers falling to the floors 
below. Steel framework was. 
warped by the heat and must be 
replaced, delaying work on the 
building about a month. | 

Damage was estimated between 
$50,000 and $100,000, all of which | 
was covered by insurance. H. D. | 
Watts, vice-president of the James | 
Steward Company, contractors. ud- | 
vanced the theory of “sabotage,” | 
saying it was possible that a dis- | 
gruntied worker unable to obtain 
employment might have set the 
fire for spite. Another theory be- 
ing investigated was that a cigar- 
ette left by a workman had fallz:i 
into the dry flooring and blazed 
finally.

Referee Must Use Common Sense 
In Awarding of Penalty Kicks, 
English Soccer Official Writes 


NO. 4.

There is one very difficult problem connected with refereeing 
that brings in its train more trouble for the official than any other 
phase of his task. It clearly says in the laws of the game that the 
referee must refrain from stopping the play if, in his opinion, such a 
stopping: will handicap the injured side. That means that although 
a foul may have taken place, it is perhaps better to let the game go 
on, as the injured side will do better than if they had a free kick. 


That is all very well if a goal is 7] 
scored, but if it is not, then the P. 
team injured complains that the 
referee did not see the incident. 
The crowd says unkind things, and 
it often does seem as though the 
referee had made a mistake. 

If the referee acts, as so many 
do act, instantly upon something 
happening, he may prevent a goal, 
then the crowd says, “Why did you

No Hard and Fast Rule. 


Common sense, as I have so often 
said, is the guiding feature of ref- 
ereeing, and no hard and fast rule 
is likely to help. But there are one 
or two things you can do to assist 
yourself in this awkward situation.

'|yards of the goal I allow I argue 


that very little can happen that 
distance from goal to help a 
side.» I give the free kick. But I 
also believe in the side which of- 
fended being made to suffer. I do 
that by allowing the injured side 
to take the free kick just as quick- 
ly as they please. 

The laws of football do not say 
that the referee shall blow his whis- 
tle to indicate when-the free kick 
must be taken. They say he must 
signal to recommence play. I there- 
fore stop the game, see that the 
ball is in the right position, and 
instantly wave my arm for play to 
carry on. 

If the side which is to take the 
free kick is smart, it will get the 
ball into position quickly and kick 
it off. It will then gain advantage 
because the other side will not have 
taken up protective covering. ~ 

I see no reason why a side which 
does something that it should not 
do should be allowed plenty of time 
to recover after unfair play has 
stopped the other side’s progress. 


Things Must Be Different. 


But when we come nearer tc 
goal, when foul play is used to pre- 
vent a score, things are much dif- 
ferent. Here the power of restraint 
is valuable and can be used. If a 
player is right through and 
fouled, but can still carry on, I do 
not blow my whistle. Here is an- 
other case of the referee not beig¢ 
in too great a hurry to blow his 
whistle.

ARCHITECTS SEEK TO CURB 
BUILDING DESIGNING BY U. S. 


Louis La Beaume, American Institute Com- 
mittee Chairman, Says Change Would 
Cut Government Costs. 


The American Institute of Archi- 
tects, with the support -of the build- 
ing industry and other organiza- 
tions, will press for legislation in 
1933 to restrict the functions of the 
office of the supervising architect 
of the Treasury to an administra- 


body, according to the annual re- 
port of Louis La Beaume of St. 
Louis, chairman of the institute’s 
Committee on Public Works, just 
made public. 

“In the cause of better architec- 
ture and greater economy to the 
taxpayer,’ La Beaume said, ‘‘the 67 
chapters of the institute, as well as 
the State architectural societies 
throughout the country, will par-, 
ticipate in. the movement’ seeking 
to reform the system employed by 
the Federal Government in the 
erection of public buildings. This 
system is opposed on three 
grounds, efficiency, economy to the 
taxpayer and the ethics of the gen- 
eral policy of Government competi- 
tion with private business.” 
Design Of all Federal buildings 
by large Government bureaus was 
condemned by’ La Beaume as a 
costly process which “must in- 
evitably lead to stereotyped, if not 
mediocre, results.” 

Should Reflect Culture. 
“Our Federal buildings,” he con- 
tinued, “should reflect culture, the 
imagination and spiritual ideals of 
our people. In a country so vast in 
extent, so varied in climatic and 
physical characteristics, these build- 
ings can be best designed by com- 
petent architects residing in the 
general localities where they are to 
be built, and familiar with local 
needs and traditions, local materi- 
als and local methods of procedure. 
No army of civil service employes, 
gathered together in any govern- 
mental bureau, can be truly re- 
sponsible to the varying factors en- 
tering into the design of widely 
separated buildings. -

“The architects of America, from 


demonstrated their ability. This 
ability should be increasingly 
drawn on in the design of our Fed- 
eral buildings, whether they be 
postoffices, custom houses, hospi- 
tals, court houses or army posts. It 
is only by the utilization of the best 
ability in_the country that the na- 
tion can attain the character in its 
public buildings to which it is en- 
titled.” 

La Beaume pointed out that the 
economic’ crisis has concentrated 
the attention of the people on the 
high cost of government, Federal, 
state and municipal, and has 
opened their eyes to “abuses of. 
governmental function, to which 
they were oblivious or complacent 


private business and professional 
initiative in many fields. 

“The Government bureaus, which 
are in effect competing with pri- 
vate architects throughout the 
country, seek to justify such com- 
petition on the grounds of econ- 
omy,” he explained. “They main- 
tain that the cost of their service 
in the production of plans, specifi- 
cations and supervision is some- 
what less than the cost involved in 
the employment of architects out- 
side the bureaus. 

“The differential, according to 
their own figures, is not great, but 
it may. be questioned if all of the 
legitimate charges against this 
service have been taken into ac- 
count in estimating the bureau's 
costs. It is difficult. for the tax- 
payer to believe that the Gov- 
ernment can operate as economical- 
ly as private enterprise. There is 
not primarily the same incentive, 
and secondly, there is not the same 
fiexibility. 

“Government overhead is not so 


susceptible to change inf the vol- 
ume of the load. Many govern- 
mental employes are carried on the 
payrolis through slack periods. The 
aspect of economy, however, has a 
far deeper significance than would 
be implied by the mere considera- 
tion of the cost of architectural 
services. 
Advocates Modern Methods. 

“It is in the adoption of modern 
methods of specification, modern 
use of materials and modern proc- 
esses of construction that savings 
in the cost of the completed build- 
ing would accrue. Bureaus become 
rigid and fixed in their methods, 
and are apt to be oblivious of 
change. They cannot easily, nor 


practitioner is forced to reckon. 

“Therefore, the excess cost of 
Federal building construction, due 
to bureaucratic methods of design 
and specification must far out- 
weight any fancied economies at- 
tributed to such methods. The real 
saving in governmental building 
budget is not to be made through 
the paring-of fees, but through the 
use of alert, up-to-date and compet- 
ent methods of design and build- 
ing.” 

The propriety of governmental 
competition with private business 
or professional initiative cannot be 
justified under our present ideal of 
government, LaBeaume held. 

“If the government of the future 
is to take over every function of 
the individual, every activity of the 
professional or business man, so 
that we will all be but cogs in the 


during the years of greater ease.” 
He maintained that the nation is | 
becoming more conscious of the ex- | 
travagance of bureaucracy and of | 
the trend of the government, dur- | 
ing the past few years, to infringe | 
on private initiative. 
Competes With Private Business. 
La Beaume, a witness last sum- 
mer before the Shannon Commit- 
tee of the House of Representa- 
tives, asserted that this commit- 
tee has gathered a great mass of 
testimony indicating that the Fed- 
eral Government is competing with 


wheels of one gigantic bureaucracy, 
that is another matter,’ he said. 
“Meantime, however, we, as archi- 
tects, protest against the discrim- 
ination. 

“If it is proper for the govern- 
ment to design its own Federal 
buildings, it is no less proper and 
logical for the government to set 
up a huge construction bureau to 
build them; and by the same proc- 
ess of reasoning, to take over 
quarries, mills and manufacturing 
plants for the fabrication of build- 
ing materials.”

WASHINGTON, Jan. _ 7.—Truck 
operators today joined with the 


railroads and the Interstate Com-/ 


merce Commission in urging Con- 
gress to regulate highway truck 
traffic. 

Representatives of truck operators 
from 22 states met here today to 
determine a policy and draft a 
tentative bill for regulation to be 
submitted to the congressional com- 
*}mittees handling the situation. 

The truckmen also planned to 
seek the co-operation of bus opera- 
tors in the plan. 

The bill to be drawn by the Leg- 
islative Committee of the American 
Highway Freight Association .and 
attorneys for the organization is 
expected to provide Federal regu- 
lation for not only the common 
earrier trucks operating over regu- 
lar routes, but also the contract 
truck and the industrial truck. It 
will provide for Federal license 
tags to be carried by . interstate 
trucks which will do away, they 
hope, with the necessity of purchas- 
ing state tags in any other than the 
home state of the truck. 

“The purchase of Federal licerise 
plates,” said J. L. Keeshin of Chi- 
cago, president of the association, 
“would provide the Federal Govern- 
ment with several million of dollars 
of revenue.” 

The plan to be broached to Con- 
gress by the motor carriers closely 
follows the recommendations the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
made to Congress early in Decem- 
ber. It would provide Federal cer- 
tificates of necessity and conven- 
ience for truck lines, Federal licens- 
ing and regulation of rates, size of 
trucks and safety factors. 


FARLEY WANTS ROOSEVELT 
TO BE GIVEN ‘FREE HAND’ 


National Chairman Urges “Strong 
Men” of Party Not to Clash Over 
Precedence in Patronage. 

By the Associated Press. 
BALTIMORE, Md., Jan. 7.—James 
A. Farley tonight urged the “strong 
men” of the Democratic party to 
leave President-elect Roosevelt 


“free to select for each office the 
very best man available for the 
place.” 

The Democratic national chair- 
man warned that “the coming of 
the Roosevelt administration does 
little more than put democracy on 
trial.” By not hampering the Pres- 
ident in selection of his appointees, 
Democratic leaders can contribute 
toward assuring “another long spell 
of democracy in government.” 

There will be no “man behind the 
throne” in the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration, Farley declared. He spoke 
at the Jackson day dinner of the 
Concord Club. He. said the Presi- 
dent-elect was determined to make 
his appointments “regardless of 


geography, unmindful of local ex- 


pediency, uninfluenced by the po- 
litical stature of any candidate’s 
sponsors:” But, added Farley: 

“IT am a politician—a practical 
politician—I recognize the claims of 
the leaders whose captaincy has led 
us to victory and realize the part 
that patronage plays in the perma- 
nence and efficiency of local or- 
ganizations. Inevitably a victory 
that was nation-wide must involve 
rivalries and conflicting claims, and 
I insist that the new President 
should not be unduly hampered by 
the clashes of key Democrats for 
precedence in this regard.” 

Farley said Roosevelt would lis- 
ten to all advice, but make his own 
decisions in working with Congress 
to solve “the problems'dumped into 
his lap” by the Hoover administra- 
tion.

Noted Siberian Calls for “Big Voices” to Arouse the World—Present. State 
of Congested Wealth Will Be Followed, He Believes, by Famine Phase—‘Con- 
trolled Inflation” Must Supplant Existing Terrific Deflation, As First Aid.

HE broad facts of the present 
T von situation are fairly 
plain. There are three main 
factors in the present difficulties 
of civilized mankind. . The first 


The second and most funda- 
mental is the revolution in eco- 
nomic methods. 

The third and most perplexing 
is the political fragmentation of 
the world. Can we find any indi- 
cation for our immediate treat- 
ment of this triple malaise? 

Let us first consider the fac- 
tors severally and in order. 

People talk glibly of the capi- 
talist system. There never has 
been any ordered social mchan- 
ism worthy of that name. 


There has been a development 
of economic methods during the 
past three centuries which have 
changed continually and which 
have yielded an enormous _§in- 
crease in human productivity. 

Inseparable from this has been 
a tremendous development of 
scientific knowledge and technical 
efficiency. But there has been 
no plan in it, no definition of what 
it was and where it began and 
ended. 

Since the capitalist system 
never has existed as a system, it is 
absurd to speak of it ‘as breaking 


has to face up to a new idea— 
the idea of collective buying and 
collective employment over large 
areas of economic life. 

The collective employer need 
not worry about underselling by 
a sweating competitor. It can em- 
bark upon enterprises that give 
no dividend to a creditor, but only 
general welfare. 

A municipality or a state can. 

rehouse its people, educate them, 
improve its plant, its transport, 
and so forth, almost indefinitely 
—subject to the third group of 
considerations to which we now 
come. : 
Just as there has been a rapid 
realization of the present urgent 
need of inflation by people to 
whom the idea would have been 
dismaying 10 years ago, so also 
there is an increasing recognition 
that collective buying and public 
employment are the logical com- 
plements of mass production and 
technical renationalization. 

But this brings us the third 
main factor in our problem, and 
it is here that the intractable liv- 
ing difficulties of the situation 
are to be found. 

That factor is what we have 
termed the political fragmenta- 
tion of human controls, 

That is where the real danger 
of a collapse of civilization lies. ©

down. 

The most important aspect of 
this 800 years from the financial- 
economic point of view has 
been the extraordinary liquidation of “‘prop- 
erty’’ through joint stock enterprise, or share- 
holding, and novel credit methods. 

The stock exchange is a new and most 
characteristic aspect of what is called ‘‘capi- 
talism.”’ It has existed only for about three 
centuries, and from the biological point of 
view it and modern banking are still in a 
crudely experimental state. 

We are realizing that these new crude or- 
gaps can be as dangerous as they are power- 
ful. 

It is being realized now that a rapidly de- 
veloping and expanding economic system 
needs a rapidly developing and expanding 
credit and currency system if it is to live. 

That need is only being realized now, be- 
cause throughout the past three centuries a 
number of causes have conspired to satisfy 
this need unasked. 

The influx of fresh supplies of precious 
metal—new silver since the discovery of 
America; and in the latter half of the nine- 
teenth century new gold—is the most strik- 
ing of, these causes. And we will use the 
word “inflation” here for such a free and 
simple increase of circulation. 

In a rapidly expanding economic system 
there may be a vigorous enhancement of 
credit and currency— inflation in the looser 
sense—without any corresponding rise in 
prices. 


World Now in a Phase 
of Congested Wealth. 


The history of human economic relations 
since society began tells continually of a 
struggle between owner and creditor on the 
one hand and the dispossessed, the needy and 
the enterprising on the other. 

The drift of ownership rule in the old world 
was toward peonage and serfdom; in our new 
world it is toward expropriation and a grow- 
ing destitute class—the proletariat, as Social- 
ists use the word. 

The history of ““The Decline and Fall of the 
Roman Empire’ could be rewritten indeed as 
the history of a struggle with debt. The good 
fortune of our civilization in happening upon 
an unpremeditated releasing inflation has 
hitherto kept our minds off the debt problem. 

We have now to face it. ‘ 

The worid deflates. The deflation is pro- 
ceeding with terrifying swiftness. The pay- 
ment of debts is daily becoming more diffi- 
cult and reluctant. 

We—humanity at large—are paying our 
debts to insufficiently consuming creditors or 
to hoarding creditors, The world is full of 
unconsumed goods; it is in a phase of con- 
gested wealth. s 

But this is only a temporary phase, a carry- 
over from the last period of vigor. Under 
existing conditions no one will go on making

Inflation as First Aid in 


Coming State of Famine. 

There may then be a resumption of trade, 
but upon a shrunken scale. The next state 
of mankind as a whole will be insufficiency 
and famine in a generally impoverished world. 
Plainly the first thing to do now is to re- 
store the circulation—to inflate, as we have 
here defined the word. That must be the 
‘first-aid’ method. 

We shall go on trying to do deliberately 
and intelligently what good luck has been do- 
ing for our civilization for the past three cen- 
turies. 

A controlled inflation is a practicable proc- 
ess if only certain obstacles which I will pres- 
ently discuss can be overcome. 

But now let us take up the second factor 
in this diagnosis. 

This second factor is something quite new 
in human experience. It is the economic rid- 
dle produced by the astounding advances in 
technical efficiency that have been made, more 
particularly since the beginning of the twen- 
tieth century. 

In the past the simple rule—for all except 
the strong and the fortunate—was that he 
who would not work should not eat. That 
was a perfectly reasonable condition to exact. 
There would be no food for him unless he 
worked, and there was work waiting to be 
done everywhere. 

But now we can get the food so easily that 
we do not want the work. 


Declares Competitive System 
Bars the Obvious Remedy. 


The obvious remedy, say the shallow hope- 
ful, lies in shorter hours, more pay to spend, 
and a fuller, better equipped life. Exactly. 
But our system of profit-seeking competitive 
business will not allow that to happen. 

A lucky business in benevolent hands may 
do that sort of thing for a time,. but only 
until eompetition overtakes it. Pay wages 
above current rates, work your factory for 
shorter hours and fewer days than possible, 
and presently your competitors will have put 
you out of business. 

For decadés of prosperity the United

isting society, has swung along with vigor on 
the assumption that there was always a job 
around the corner for every one. _ 

The Americans know better now. ; 

But inflation is no permanent answer to 
the paradox of increasing unemployment due 
to. increasing abundance based on technical 
efficiency. To stop suffocating a patient is 
not to cure him. The answer to this second, 
riddle lies in what we may call the collective

the world, the transfer of 

certain broad concerns. in its 

economy from the quasi-indi- 

vidualistic methods of the pres- 
ent time to collective control, constitute a 
group of administrative problems hardly more 
serious than the rehabilitation of a stalled ma- 
chine. 

The task is hardly more formidable than, 
let us say, the restoration of a Rolls-Royce or 
a Lincoln or a Hispano-Suiza car which has 
been stuck in the mud for some weeks, which 
has choked engines, a damaged chassis, a bent 
wheel, the carburetor foul and one or two 
minor parts missing. 

That would be a troublesome but entirely 
practicable job to attempt. 

No spirited mechanic, whose life depended 
upon it, would refuse to undertake it. The 
problem created by the present economic 
breakdown is certainly not more formidable 
than that. } 

_ So far as it is a breakdown of method and 
mechanism it is entirely within the compass 
of our courage and resources. 


“Political Fragmentation” 
With Economic Interdependence. 


But the third factor opens up a tangle of 
difficulties far more dismaying. They are dif- 
ficulties that it is unthinkable should be over- 
come for good and all in any such restricted 
time as the rate of the financial and economic 
breakdown leaves us. Their complete remoyal 
from the path of human progress means such 
changes in the ideas and education of man- 
kind as would demand at the very least many 
scores of years for their accomplishment. 

‘The present crisis will certainly not wait 
for that. 

I have used the words “political fragmen- 
tation” to express this third factor fm our dis- 
tresses. , 

The world has become one economic sys- 
tem in about a. century; a number of prac- 
tically autonomous economic systems have un- 
dergone coalescence and have so expanded into 
one another that separation has become im- 
possible, while the expansion of governments 
has undergone no corresponding unification. 

Economic interdependence has been accom- 
panied by no adequate increase of political 
interdependence. 

We are living, socially and politically, in a 
patchwork of traditions and anachronisms. 

We are only now waking up to a realiza- 
tion of the monstrous danger of this discord. 

I have compared the financial and economic

The difficulties with which 
they are to be confronted are 
problems of statesmanship. Finan- 
ciers, bankers, traders and indus- 
trialists have all done their best 
and now they sit in their offices 
in paralytic impotence waiting 
for something to happen. They 
have been waiting, for some time 
in gloomy expectancy for the 
politicians. 

What can they do? If they can 
do nothing, then the Communists 
are also waiting and watching 
around the corner. 

1932 has at least rendered 
some service to depressed man- 
kind. It will be memorable in his- 
tory as the year when the prob- 
lems confronting the post-war 
world grew large and definite 
enough to be clearly understood. 
We have not yet solved them, But 
at least we can begin now to dis- 
cern them and ascertain their 
movements in the mist and chaos. 


30 Million Idle. 
Throughout the world the past 
year has seen a steady growth in 
the number of unemployed, Work- 
ers out of work in the industrial 
countries are now estimated to 
total more than 30,000,000. That 
figure is more than the combined 
population of Norway, Sweden, 
Denmark, Holland and Belgium. 
It-is nearly twice the estimated 
total of Jews in the whole world. 
It has reached the dimensions 
of a great nation. 
To remedy this state of things 
statesmanship must first take all 
necessary action to restore inter- 
national trade. It fias been stead- 
ily contracting during the last two 
years. The exports of every coun- 
try have fallen heavily and there 
is:no sign of their recovery. In 
the last couple of years world 
trade has declined at least 50 per 
cent. : : 
Trade restrictions have brought 
exchanges almost to a standstill. 
Traders assure me they have no 
difficulty in selling their goods

We now have international con- 
ferences at short intervals to set- 
tle problems in common council, 
The past year has witnessed a 
number of these dealing with 
such matters as disarmament, in- 
ternational debts, the Danubian 
States, and Manchuria; and fur. 
ther conferences are in prospect 
to discuss not only these, but 
world economic problems.

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A Criticism of the Frisco. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE Frisco has finally succeeded in 

persuading the Public Service Com- 
mission to authorize the discontinuance 
of its St. Louis-Valley Park-Pacific sub- 
urban trains. Its argument is that those 
trains were operated at a financial loss. 
There is a readily explainable reason for 
this loss. The very poor accommodations 
furnished by that company at an in- 
creased rate of fare drove its former 
patrons to seek other and better means 
of transportation. 

The Missouri Pacific, practically par- 
“alleling the Frisco between the above- 
“mentioned points, has maintained its 

Suburban service, with more trains and 
at lower fares, 

The loss in passenger train earnings 
has been due largely to the number of 
de luxe through trains, operating full 
equipment and carrfing but few passen- 
gers. A merchant does not make a profit 
on the sale of all his goods, but carries 
some for the accommodation of the pub- 
lic, who may purchase other goods yield- 
ing a profit. 

The good will of the residents along a 
railroad's right of way is worth a great 
deal on the asset side of its general 
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The Research Committee on Social Trends, appoint- 
ed by President Hoover in 1929, has completed its 
work. A summary of its report has appeared in the 
press. The whole field of life has been surveyed. 
Facts have been récorded with serene detachment, 
and possibilities contemplated in the fierce white 
light of logic. In their entirety, the findings consti 
tute a judgment of civilization. 

The judgment is not, necessarily, a sentence of

by science and mechanical invention. Old habits in- 
grained into humanity throughout the ages have 
broken down. The elemental virtues of personal in- 
dustry and thrift, for example, have become, so to 
speak, outmoded. The immemorial influences of the 
family and the church have undeniably been im- 
paired. Traditional morals have wilted. But the 
dominant note of the new order is economic. The 
machine has, in effect, demolished many institutions 
and credos. It is as if we had been transported to a 
different planet. We have not adjusted ourselves 
socially, industrially, politically to our new environ- 
ment. We have failed badly to adjust ourselves eco- 
nomically to this new world. All those readjustments 
must be made. Correct econdmic readjustment may 
not be too long delayed. 

What is meant by economic readjustment? The re- 
port states it in these words: “A change in the dis- 
tribution of incomes which puts more purchasing 
power in the hands of wage earners would enormous- 
ly increase the market for many staples and go far 
toward providing places for all competent workers. . .” 
There is nothing novel in that diagnosis or recom- 
mendation. Writing in the Nation of Dec. 23, 1931, 
Glenn Frank, president of the University of Wiscon- 
sin, said: 


In any situation, however complex, there may 
be one factor more fundamental than all the rest, 
so fundamental, indeed, that the presence of all 
other factors cannot compensate for its absence. 
Is there any single factor thus fundamental to 
the economic recovery of the United States in par- 
ticular, and of the Western world in general? I 
think there is. A long series of causes lay back 
of this economic collapse, but one thing seems to 
me sun-clear: The leadership that has determined 
our policies for using goods and distributing 
wealth has proved inferior to the leadership that 
has developed our processes for making goods and ° 
producing wealth. The production of goods has 
halted because the distribution of goods has 
halted. And the halt in the distribution of goods 
is due to a*fault in the distribution of wealth. 
The depression through which the United States 
is passing is, in essence, an indictment, not of the 
maehine order, but of the economic order. The 
machine order is ready to produce gvods. The 
economic order is not ready to produce cus- 
tomers. ' 


This same point was stressed as the “primal cause” 
in the article in the Post-Dispatch of Nov. 29, 1931, 
under the heading, “The Country’s Plight.” The actu- 
ality of the maldistribution was presented in the set- 
ting of facts and figures. There we were told that, 
for the calendar year of 1929, “about 1 per cent of 
those making income tax returns to the Federal Gov- 
ernment had about 25 per cent of the aggregate in- 
come reported. Persons with incomes of more than 


guilt. A new world, or a new order, has been created. 
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of 1 per cent of all those reporting, had more thas 
17 per cent of the income.’” It was shown, too, that 
persons of $100,000 incomes had increased from 2352 
in 1921 to 15,977 in 1929. So, too, with the million- 
dollar income class, which grew from 21 in 1921 to 
511 in “1928. According to the Industrial Relations 
Commission, 2 per cent of the people own 60 per cent 
of the accumulated wealth of the nation, the middle 
class (33 per cent) own 35 per cent, the poor (65 per 
cent) ‘own b per cent of the wealth. And the mem 
orable statement of Mr. Mellon, then Secretary of the 
Treasury, was repeated that 2,500,000 persons, or 
about 2 per cent, pay-all that is collected under the 
Federal income tax; 98 per cent of the people pay 
none of it. As a matter of fact, less than 2 per cent 
of the people paid Federal income taxes in 1931. 
How to bring about a more equitable distribution 
of wealth is a challenging question, for which the 
answer will have to be found. The Research Com- 
mittee offers a number of suggestions. It anticipates 
larger intervention by the Government of a social- 
istic coloring. It foresees “new types of politico- 


ernment, industry and technology”; special legislation 
for the farmer; drastic restrictions on corporate en- 
terprises; more inventions than in the past, aggra- 
vating the already serious problem of technological 
unemployment, which will be mitigated, however, by 
bolder adventures in unemployment insurance, old- 
age pensions and compulsory health insurance. The 
report scans all the horizons, racial, social, interna 
tional, as well as the political and industrial, and 
says that adaptation to the new environment will call 
for “economic planning,” although that phrase, it 
acknowledges, “at present represents a social need 
rather than a social capacity.” 

An amazing document, the product of Herculean 
labors, marked by the fearlessness of intellectual in- 
tegrity. There are numerous variations of anxiety, 
but the dominant note is confidence. Property rights 
may change, as they have been and are changing, but 
the committee has faith in the survival of our demo- 
cratic institutions, provided our political genius, is 
equal to its responsibility. That faith, it may be 
noted, was shared by the eminent economists, edu- 
cators, statesmen and industrialists quoted by the 
Post-Dispatch in “The Country’s Plight”—such men 
as Prof. Seligman, Dr. John Dewey, Senator Couzens 
and the distinguished English churchman, Dean Inge. 

Here we are suffering bitterly from an embarrass- 
ment of riches. And not so long ago that empire 
builder, James J. Hill, was fearful of the day when 
“America would wake up to a breakfastless morning.” 
Now the individual farmer provides sufficient for 18 
persons, where formerly he could maintain but four 
or five, and the whole productive tempo has been so 
accelerated as to write abundance across the skies 
that are looking down on want and discouragement 
and despair. 

We are obliged to believe that a society with the 
capacity for plentiful production has the character 
to achieve distributional equity. Perhaps it will 
come about as visioned by Justice Brandeis, who “in- 
stead of amending the Constitution would amend 


$100,000 each, forming a little more than one-third 


men’s economic and social ideals.” 


We are printing today an account of Milwaukee’s 
permanent registration system. That system is su- 
perior to ours both in prevention of fraud and in 
convenience to voters, as well as being more econom- 
ical. A voter registers once, and he is registered for 
life. He may register at any time throughout the 
year. If he changes his place of residence, he need 
only notify the Election Board. The lists are purged 
in a systematic way. Each voter’s signature is on 
record. The great expense of hiring registration of- 
ficials at each general and supplemental registration 
is dispensed with, as are the rental of quarters, the 
transportation of registration books and so on. 

An illuminating insight into costs is afforded from 
the following table, taken from a pamphlet entitled 
“A Model Registration System,” by Joseph P. Harris 
of the University of Washington:

It will be noted that Milwaukee’s cost per voter is 
far below. any other city in the list. If St. Louis 
had a permanent registration system working on the 
same basis as Milwaukee’s, St. Louis would save 43.1 
cent per year per voter, or, on the basis of the 387,245 
voters now on the books, $166,902.60 a year, no mean 
sum. It may be observed that, since this table was 
published, Cleveland, Cincinnati and Detroit are op- 
erating under permanent registration laws. For that 
matter, 33 states have adopted permanent registra- 
tion, either state-wide or in part, and movements 
are afoot in six other states to effect it. 

For several terms Kansas City has applied to the 
Legislature for a permanent registration system, and 
at this term it will again offer a bill, based on the 
successful experience of other states. Jackson County, 
in which Kansas City is located, would like to be in- 
cluded, and. there is a movement in St. Louis County 
to obtain the system. Miss Emma Bobb, chairman 
of the St. Louis Election Board, has announced her- 
self in favor of it, as well as other St. Louis organi- 
zations, and it would be highly unfortunate if St. 
Louis does not request to be included in the Kansas 
City bill. 

There is a good deal of talk nowadays about econ- 
omy in government, and here is a specific means of 
lopping $166,902.60 a year from the city’s expenses, 
as well as modernizing and improving our registra- 
tion system. If we do not seize upon such opportu- 
nities, we may as well become reconciled to high taxes. 


A few months ago a recent college graduate, writ- 
ing in Scribner’s, urged a more active participation 
in politics by college men who would carry into 
public life a spirit of idealism. The article inspired 
a number of letters, several of which were published 
in the December number of the magazine. Among 
them was one from a young college graduate, now- 
in a State Legislature, who takes issue with the 
idea that college men should try to be reformers 
in politics. He says that he was soon cured of his 
political idealism, and learned that working with 
the organization was a much better way of getting 
things done and serving his constituents. 

This reaction is not an infrequent one among col- 
lege men who have gone into politics, and many of 
our “bosses” hold college degrees. Boies Penrose is 
an outstanding example. His name is not ordinarily 
associated with the cause of political reform. Yet 
he was the scion of a wealthy and distinguished 
Philadelphia family, co-author of a scholarly treatise 
on government, and entered politics on a reform 
ticket three years after his graduation from Har- 
vard. Lord Bryce, in the first edition of “The Ameri- 
can Commonwealth,” mentioned Penrose as an ex- 
ample of a sterling young American who was fight- 
ing for clean politics. In later editions of Lord 
Bryce’s book, this reference to Mr. Penrose was 
dropped. 

Matthew Quay, another famous boss who ruled 
Pennsylvania politics with a ruthless hand for many 
years, was a college graduate, a student of the 
classics, a man with cultural interests. Whereas 
Penrose came to have a profound contempt for re- 
formers, Quay had moments of doubt, when he won- 
dered whether his political genius might not have 
been devoted to a better cause than delivering the 
goods for the vested interests of Pennsylvania. 


|Claude Bowers, in his great biography .of Beveridge, ; 


Idealism and Political Reform 
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relates that Quay once remarked to Beveridge: 


I shall be dead in a few months, and the papers 
will say: “Matt Quay, boss, is dead.” Had I lived 
my life differently, they would say: “Death of 
Matthew S. Quay, statesman.” Take warning by 
me, youhg man. 


Although history does not relate that Jim Watson 
entered politics as a reformer, he had an outstanding 
record as a student and public speaker at De Pauw 
University. George Moses was another man with a 
brilliant college record who felt that it is better to 
accept politics as it is rather than to break any 
lances on behalf of reform. “Abe” Ruef, a notorious 
San Francisco boss of an earlier day, was a college 
man. 

Getting able men into public life is no magic cure- 
all for the problems of government. Unless the pub- 
lic is willing to support them actively, and stand by 
them rather than the “practical” politiclans who 
satisfy the demands of powerful constituents, their 
usefulness is soon ended. Undoubtedly a basic reason 
why we do not have better government is that, de- 
Spite protestations about economy, honesty .and re- 
form, too many Americans believe that their political 
spokesmen exist solely to look out for the special 
interests of their districts. As long as voters make 
the test of a Congressman’s fitness his ability to get 
favors for the veterans, care fot the tariff béne- 
ficiaries and get the district its share from the pork 
barrel, it is small wonder that many an embryo 
reformer, like young Penrose, soon loses his idealism 
along with his illusions. 
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Technocracy has contributed a total of zero toward 
finding a cure for our economic ills, remarks Norman 
Thomas, and its language is mumbo-jumbo. But he 
professes to understand what it says, which shows.

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Heroism 


BULA MATARI: STANLEY, THE CON- 
QUEROR OF A CONTINENT. By Jacob 
Wassermann. (Liveright, Inc., New York 
City.) 


HOSE who have reached or passed the 
T ase of 50 can remember when the name 

of Stanley was as loud in the world, in 
proportion to the means of publi¢ity then 
available, as the name of Lindbergh has 
been in our own day; yet it is doubtful that 
any very considerable proportion of the 
present adolescent generation knows much 
about the man and his deeds. It is prob- 
able that vast numbers of the young would 
not even associate Africa with the name. 

The mortality of great traditions is high 
in our hysterical era, conspicuously lacking 
in the sense of time as an organic unity, 
characteristically contemptuous of the past 
and apparently convinced that the evanes- 
cent ment called the present is self-suf- 
ficing; that the specious values thereof are 
the only realities. 

High heroic traditions are likely to prove 
especially vulnerable in an age like ours; 
for the heroic mood is: aristocratic in the 
strictly spiritual sense, without reference to 
birth or privilege; and a cultute progres- 
sively lowered for the flattery of mass in- 
stincts in the interest of profitable exploi- 
tation is hardly the spiritual soil in which 
the nobler moods and understandings of 
men may germinate, 

“Hero-worship” has fallen into ill repute; 
and it is no accident that, in what may 
well prove to have been the most terrible 
crisis in modern history, we find ourselves 
without heroes and leaderless. These are, 
as always, potential among us, and may be 
expected to emerge when sufficient suffer- 
ing shall have revealed to us again the hu- 
man depths that the delusions of our age 
have led us to deny. 

These remarks are not based upon any 
over-estimation of Stanley's specific achieve- 
ments. They are only occasioned by the 
revival of an all-but-forgotten heroism as 
such; and if worked out in their many so- 
cial implications, they will be seen to yield 
some vital meanings. 


Henry Morton Stanley is altogether wor- 
thy of remembrance, not out of a sense of 
justice to the man, but by way of profit to 
ourselves; for both in character and in deeds 
he offered an admirable example of the true 
heroic type. It is not so much that he hap- 
pened to be the first white man to cross 


‘ equatorial Africa. Had he never lived, sdon- 


er or later everything he did would some- 
how have been done; and, for that matter, 
it is not necessarily true that any-great good 
to the native Africans, or to mankind in 
general, has resulted from his pioneering. 

The great and undeniable value of. ‘his 


life to men is to be sought for in the tem-- 


per of the man, in the way he met and over- 
came the tremendous odds that from his 
birth were always against him. Stanley was 
born “without a chance,” as most people 
would reckon “chances.” An illegitimate 
child, he never knew his father, nor did he 
experience the shielding love of a mother. 
His education, in the formal sense, consist- 
ed of inhuman treatment in.one of those 
Victorian institutions described, perhaps 
with little essential exaggeration, in “Oliver 
Twist.” It was a short but adequate 


but fairly . 
preliminary course for the boy's entrance 


into a larger and equally inhumane college 
—the friendless world. 

At nearly every step in his advance, he 
seems to have been confronted with pre- 
prosterous obstacles. Born into loneliness 
and neglect, he was all his life a lonely man; 
but by good fortune there was that within 
him which could stand alone; and that is 
the essence of heroism. “So thewed to 
strive, so engined to prevail and make harsh 
fate the zany of a tale,” somehow, though 
always at a heavy cost in toil and suffer- 
ing, he never failed to reach the goal that 
lured him, 

Curious and 
stantly cropping out in his fate. He set out 
to find Livingstone, presumably “lost” and 
eager to be found in the heart of Africa. 
But when found, Livingstone seemed quite 
unaware of being lost and not in the least 
eager to be rescued. Similarly, the rescue 
of Emin Pasha ended as a thankless and un- 
necessary task. As a matter of fact, in 
neither case was the end worthy of the ef- 
fort involved. What mattered to Stanley, 
and.what matters most to us, was the mood 
in which the effort was expended, the cour- 
age involved in so much endured.

OF CITY GOVERNMENT HERE 


It Has Not Dropped as Rapidly as 
People’s Income, How- 
ever. 

Cost of the city government de 
clined from $59.70 per capita in 
the fiscal year of 1930-31 to 
$48.50 in the fiscal year of 1931-32, 
Carter W. Atkins, director of the 
Bureau of Municipal Research, 
told the Civic Development Com- 
mittee of the Chamber of Com- 
merce yesterday. 

He compared the annual cost of 
the city government from 1913 to 
date with the national per capita 
income, showing wide fluctuations 
in income, and steady increase in 
the expense of local Government un- 
til 1930. The decline in the latter 
in the last two years has not been 
in the same ratio as the decrease 
in the people’s income, he pointed 
out. 

Atkins called attention to the 
growing proportion of delinquent 
taxes and the decline in collec- 
tions during the first year of delin- 
quency. Dwindling property §  as- 
sessments-are forcing an increase 
in the tax rate for interest and re- 
tirement of city bonds, he said.

Persons who ask the Government 
to take care of them are surrend- 
ering their American citizenship, 
Prof. Gustavus W. Dyer of Nash- 


the Tennessee Society of St. Louis, | 
at the Woman’s Club last night. 
Prof. Dyer occupies the chair -of 
economics and sociology in Van- 


| derbilt University. 


“Our great blunder,” Prof. Dyer 
said, “has been to overlook the 
principle that American freedom 
is conferred on the individual on 
condition that he shall accept the 
responsibility and obligations of 
independence, 

“The essence of citizenship un- 
der the American system is a con- 
tract between-the Government and 
the citizen. The Government 
agrees to protect him in the full 
exercise of his freedom, and pro- 
tect him against encroachment on 
his rights from any source. In 
consideration of the service of his 
Government in giving him this pro- 
tection, he assumes the obligation 
and responsibility of taking care 
of himself. 


Can’t Ask for Special Aid. 

“The American citizen cannot 
ask the Government for any spe- 
cial aid. While it is the duty of 
the Government to take care of ab- 
normal and subnormal people, such 
as paupers, insane and criminals— 
and these are not citizens in the 
real sense—it is not the function 
or the duty of Government to take 
care of any group of normal citi- 
zens. 

“When any individual or group 
ask for special aid from the Gov- 
ernment, or look to the Govern- 
ment to take care of them, they 
really surrender their American 
citizenship and ask to be classified 
with the abnormal and the subnor- 
mal, and be treated not as citizens, 
but as wards. 

Americanism vs. Socialism. 

“There is no place in the Ameri- 
can system for citizens of the first 
class and of the second class. All 
are citizens. of the first class, and 
of necessity must be independent. 
American equality means that all 
citizens are equal because all are 
equally independent. No American 
can surrender the obligation of 
taking care of himself without sur- 
rendering his American citizen- 
ship. 

“The theory that society should 
take care of normal people is an- 
tagonistic to fundamental Ameri- 
canism. It is the theory of social- 
ism. 

“Our serious problem today is in 
large measure due to the fact that 
many years ago we began to re- 
pudiate the theory of American in- 
dependence and accept the social- 
istic philosophy that society should 
take care of anybody that needs 
to be taken care of. Hence the 
socialist expressions—Society owes 
everybody a living; society owes 
everybody a living wage; society 
must take care of anybody who for 
any reason is not able to take care. 
of himself as somebody thinks he 
should be taken care of. | 

“The result of all this is that | 
we have led the American people 
away from the theory of 
pendence, and trained them in the, 
theory that society ought to take | 
care of them. Hence from evéry 
quarter now people are crying out | 
for help from the Government. We 
are reaping what we have sown. 
We can’t abandon them now. We 
have gotten them into such a help- 
less state that we must see them 
through. But the condition is piti- 
able. 

“There never was a time in our) 
history when it was so easy for | 
people to take care of themselves 
and be independent as today. Mil- 
lions of‘acres of productive land 
are. unused, on which ‘any normal 
family could make a living. It re- 
mains unused because the people 
have lost the stamina of independ- 
ence under our leadership, and 
prefer to drop back in the class of 
dependents, and look to society to 
take care of them. 

“The only road to a real solu- 
tion.of our economic problem is the 
road that leads back to the obliga- 
tion of*the citizen to take care of 
himself. The vital question of to- 
day is, shall the American citizen 
sell his independence for a dole, 
give up his freedom and become a 
slave to some political power; or 
shall he preserve his freedom by 
fighting his own fight, through sun- 
shine storm, as an independent, 
proudg self-directing American citi- 
zen?” |

honored tradition of . mutual hos- 


omic measures may be illustrated 
by considering how it prevents use- 
ful, competently controlled inflation 
at the present time. 

There was no concerted world 
policy about money and credit. 
There was inflation here and de- 
flation there, and there were disas- 
trous floods and whirlpools of trade 
culminating in our present world- 
wide disorganization and depres- 
sion. 

Quite a simiuar parallelism is to 
be found if we consider what will 
thappen if one state attempts large 
measures of public employment 
while another sits«down to swesat- 
ing (but employing) its own popu- 
lation to sustain cut-throat compe- 
tition with its neighbors. _ 

It is now clearly recognized that 
the proper economic control cun 
only be attacked hopefully as oae 
world business; there is no time 
even to think of creating any su- 
per-state or world authority to deal 
with it, and the essential problem 
before us, therefore, is to discover 
if anything, and if so, what--can be 
improvised to meet the present 
crisis and hold up human affairs 
until more enduring structural ar- 
rangements are possible. : 

The only force conceivable that 
will do this now is a widespread 
clear consciousness of the immedi- 
acy of our danger, and of the pri- 
mary necessity for a general mod- 
erated inflation to relieve the bur- 
den of debt and for public under- 


takings to relieve unemployment, 
both protected from the raids of 
speculators and from lapses into in- 
ternational gfd internal competi- 
tiveness. : 

Such a consciousness might con- 
ceivably be made sufficiently pow- 
erful to bring all the world, or suf- 
ficiently large areas of the world, 
into a real and understanding co- 
operation for the salvation of our 
tottering civilization. 

How can we set about it? 

.. We have today quite unprecedent- 
ed means for bringing ideas, stated 
boldly and simply, into the minds of 
millions—the wireless, the cinema, 
the modern: press. 

Is such concerted action possi- 
ble? The men who can say “Yes” 
or “No” in these organizations 
probably do not number more than 
a few thousands, all told. 

Many are accessible to reason 
and all are amenable to one sort of 
pressure or another. They know 
each other to a considerable ex-; 
tent. 

Is it impossible to swing them 
into common action in this case of 
world emergency? 

There are a number of prominent 
figures in the world who can make 
statements that will be respected 
throughout the earth. . 

Consider, for example, the; King 
of England, the Prince of Wales, 
the President of the United States, 
the heads of various states abroad, 
various leading statesmen; all these 


can speak with a resonance which’ 


no financial expert, no “outsider,” 
however intelligent, can command. 
Is it impossible that a group of 
these Big Voices should speak sev- 
erally, but to the same effect, on 
this need for world action of a defi- 
nite sort, concerted world action, to 
restore the sinking economic vital- 
ity of our situation? Hitherto it has 
been the custom of these exponent 
figures to observe and follow rath- 
er than lead opinion, but altered 
circumstances alter our use for 
these immensely prominent figures.

mankind. .They are: 

1. A watchéd and regulated gen- 
eral inflation—as world-wide as pos- 
sible—for the lightening of debts 
and the release of enterprise. 

2. A bold expansion of public em- 
ployment and collective buying. 

3. A readjustment of tariff bar- 
riers to control the fluctuations of 
economic pressure that may ensue 
upon the above. general operaticns 
and to protect the countries acting 
in concert, should there be any dis- 
sentient powers, from the detrimen- 
tal economic and financial proceed- 
ings of such recalcitrant powers. 

4. It would follow naturally upon 
the statement of such a general 
policy of recuperation that the as- 
sociated powers should combine in 
mutual reassurance by disarma- 
ment in respect to one another, and 
in arrangements for their common 
protection against exterior violence 

Is it impossible to carry the sub- 


not overwhelmingly numerous per- 
sons who could realize its concep- 
tions? 

, Is it impossible for them or any 
of them to escape sufficiently from 
the habits and traditious associated 
with their commanding positions to 
play a leading part, even at some 
personal sacrifice, in arresting that 
collapse of our civilization which is 
already manifestly going on? 

Unexampled prosperity and hap- 
piness ‘is within the reach of our 
race, and it staggers on the edge of 
what may be irrevocable disaster. 

It is not suggested that the world 
can be saved by utterances merely. 

But these things would produce 
such a clarification and orientation 
of the general mind that the de- 
tailed realization of these broad 
principles becomes possible. 

The conversion of the common 
man to a sane economic faith and 
his helpful acquiescence in the 
broad measures foreshadowed here, 
is the necessary initiatory condition 
of world recovery. The rest, fol-

The rate of pay 
of: such officials and the number 
of precincts in the city ‘have 
changed, so the present day pay 
and precincts must be used to esti- 
mate what the cost of registration 
would be under the old: system if 
used today. The inspectors, at $14, 
and the clerks, at $7, would cost 
$56 for each precinct for one day. 
Two registration days and 396 pre- 
cincts would make a total expense 
of $44,352 for pay alone, without 
considering incidental expense of 
operating the polling places. 

The report of the Election Com- 
mission for 1912, its first year un- 
der permanent registration, calls 
attention to savings of $12,006 ef- 
fected by: dispensing with inspectors 
and clerks. The city then had 146 
polling places. 

The commission had _ effected 
other savings. An iniportant item 
was the cost of setting up and re- 
moving polling - booths. Formerly 
portable buildings were used almost 
entirely. The commission has 
moved more and.»more polling 
places into public buildings, such ‘ 
as schools, until now only 50 port- 
able polling booths are used in the 
396 precincts. 

Trend in Voting. 

It is difficult to say whether the 
convenience of permanent registra- 
tion has stimulated voting. Com- 
parative figures are available in 
convenient’ form only for regular 
spring municipal elections and 
regular fall State elections. Be- 
cause of the factional nature of 
Wisconsin politics, with two Repub- 
lican factions fighting it out in.the 
primary and the winners invariably 
winning the election, the big State 
vote usually is cast in the primaby. | 
For this reason, the muhicipal elec | 
tion vote affords a better compari- 
son than the general election vote. 

In the spring municipal election 


tration system, 86,207 voters regis- 
tered and 59,484 voted, or 80 per 
cent, In 1912, the first municipal 
election under permanent registra- 
tion, 87,522 were registered and 74,.

In 1914, 8866 persons who had 
only first citizenship papers had to 
be taken from the lists, so the regis- 
tration was 81,132 and the vote 66,- 
795, or 81 per cent. The 1916 mu- 
nicipal election was a bitter fight, 
with Mayor D. W. Hoan winning 
office for the first time. The reg- 
istration was 78,235 and the vote 
76,069, or 97 per cent. The percent- 
age remained well above 80 until 
women received suffrage. Then 
the registration jumped to 147,212 
in 1922. The vote was only 72,018, 
or 49 per cent. The percentage re- 
mained low until the presidential 
election of 1928, when, for the first 
time, women voters turned out in 
numbers. The registration jumped 
to 203,701 in 1928 and the vote was 
169,519, or 83 per cent, compared 
with a 58 per cent vote in the pre- 
vious general election. The per- 
centage of men voting to the male 
registration was 86; the women’s 
percentage was 80. 


No Breath of Suspicion. 


Party leaders agree that the per- 
manent registration system is a 
vast improvement over the old 
method. They believe that it gets 
out a larger percentage of the vot- 
ers, whether the figures show that 
or not. As to its effect on fraud 
in elections, it is a fact that there 
has been no breath of suspicion 
since the system was adopted, 


was adopted, there was talk of 
stuffing ballot boxes and the like, 
and old-timers re¢all one real elec; 


tion scandal back in the last cen-|, 


tury. ’ 

The Socialists say- that their 
watchfulness is responsible for 
clean elections in Milwaukee, al- 
though they will concede that the 
registration system and the meth- 
od of appointing election officials 
helps. Others contend that hon- 
esty in elections, after all, is essen- 
tially a matter of the inegrity of 
the voters. 

For some years after permanent 
registration was adopted, the orig- 
inal cards were sent to the pre- 
cincts on primary and election 
days, and if any person’s -identity 
was doubted he was to write his 
signature for comparison with the 
one registered. There was no call 
for such comparisons, however, and 
finally the commission began to 
keep the originals in the files and 
send only printed old lists. 

That is an indication of the at- 
titude here. It is hard to conceive 
of a very serious election fraud in 
Milwaukee. The atmosphere is

Countries ran short of essential 
food and material because the for- 
eign ships that used to carry for 
them were absorbed in the tasks of 
war. So in the future they must 
each have their own ships. 

President Wilson, mindful of the 
breach of international right that 
had led to the war, preached self- 
determination. That raised from 
the dead several old nations. Then 
every nation—the quick and the 
dead—mindful of the lessons of the 
war about the peril of too great de- 
pendence on others—preached and 
practiced self-containment. 

Where Nationalism Led. 

The vast territories, like Russia 
and America, had some reason be- 
hind them in their role of self-de- 
pendence. But the ambitious little 
republics of the East and West 
were swelling and strutting with 
the same boast. Every nation 
flaunted statistics of the increase 
in its home production and the 
diminution | of its imports from 
abroad. Everywhere trade gradu- 
ally vanished as trade balances con- 
tinued to improve. 

All the countries were becoming 
more self-contained and less and 
less dependent. The millennium 
was at hand—not the world mil- 
lennium, but each land with its own 
little millennium by its own fire- 
side. 

But it all went wrong in 1930. 
The cozy paradises of self-content- 
ment are now crowded to the door 


}with paupers. 


This year the statesmen must un- 
dertake the dismaying task of re- 
versing the direction of post-war 
nationalism. This involves bold 
and drastic treatment of such ques- 
tions as disarmament, tariffs, trade 
restrictions of all kinds, stabiliza- 
tion of exchanges, Japanese ag- 
gression in the East and interna- 
tional indebtedness. 

There is an equally important 
question which has not yet been 
touched upon in any of these num- 
erous international conferences. It 
is that of making peace between 
man and machine. Until this is 
done there will be chaos, unem- 
ployment, unrest and ultimately 
revolution. This is pre-eminently 
an international question. No na- 
tion standing alone can adjust 
hours to production and demand.

Limit’ on Amounts Granted 
States, “‘Paupers’ Oaths” At- 
tacked by Witnesses.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—Hear-| 
ings 6n the La Follette-Costigan 
bill to distribute $500,000,000 among 
the states in outright grants for 
helping the jobless resolved today 
into a series of sharply-worded 
critcisms of unemployment relief;

nance Corporation. 

“The present relief act is very 
inadequate,” said Miss Edith Ab- 
bott, dean of the School of Social 
Service at the University of Chica- 
go and a member of the Relies 


}Committee in that city. 


Pointing out that Illinois had al- 
ready borrowed $32,000,000 from 
the Corporation and that no state 
may borrow more than $45,000,000 
under the. law, she said it is esti- 
mated the State in 1933 will need 
$72,000,000. 

She added that if the relief ad- 
ministered ig to include payments 
of rents of the destitute “and if 
things continue,” the sum needed 
will run to $100,000,000. 

Road Men Oppose Plan. 

Paul V. Betters, executive direc- 
tor of the American Municipal As- 
sociation of Chicago;asserted high- 
way building interests had brought 
pressure to bear upon state govern- 
ments to prevent applications for 
relief loans. 

He said he knew of three states 
which he did not name, in which 
“road interests” have “descended 
upon the Governor” to induce him 
not to seek a loan. He added that 
this was done because such loans 
are to be repaid out of future Fed- 
eral aid highway funds, and the 
road builders feared there would be 
less highway construction if the 
loans were granted. 

Contending the present law 
forces a state to take a “pauper’s 
oath” before it can apply, he said 
this has kept several from seeking 
loans, notably the “conservative 
New England states.” — 

“The plight of cities in Mas%a- 
chusetts,” he said, “is very serious, 
especially Boston. The same is 
true of Connecticut.” 

Others Who Appeared. 
Herbert Benjamin, New York, 
representing the unemployed coun- 
cils, appeared at his own request. 

“I protest against the fact that 
Congress, although in session 30 
days, has made no more than a 
gesture toward steps to provide re- 
lief for the unemployed,” he said. 
Benjamin, who has been a leader 
in unemployment demonstrations at 
Washington, read numerous ac- 
counts of tragic results of unem- 
ployment. 

Among the witnesses were 
Simeon E. Leland, professor of pub- 
lic finance at the University of 
Chicago; and I. M. Robinow, Cin- 
cinnati, a member of the Ohio Com- 
mission on Unemployment Insur- 
ance.

He listed mail 
ship requirements entailing extra 
cost, such as special equipment for 
appropriation of the vessels, to Na- 
vy uses in emergency, without com- 
pensation to the owners, construc- 
tion and repair in American ship- 
yards at costs 50 per cent greater 
than in foreign countries, and a 
legal wage scale.for American ships 
50 per cent higher than on foreign 
ships.

The proportion of American ex-

has increased in 15 years from 10 
per cent to 40 per cent, said 
Macleay. He added that 85 per 
cent of the cost of constructing 
and operating ships went directly 
or indirectly to wages, and that 
the $200,000,000 paid by American 
‘shippers to American ships helped 
support 85,000 Americans and their 
dependents. 

“In 1914,” he continued, “only six 
American ships, totaling 70,000 
gross tons, operated to European 
ports. In 1930 there were 232 to- 
taling 1,500,000 gross tons. In 1914 
there were five American ships of 
23,000 gross tons operating in the 
South American trade. In 1930 
> there were 90 and American trade 
with South America had increased 
200 per cent. In 1914 there were 
five American ships in the Pacific 
Coast-Orient trade. In 1931 there 
were 87 totaling 700,000 gross tons. 
In 1914 there were no American 
ships trading to Africa. Today 
Today there are 20 totaling 114,- 
000 gross tons. 

“In 1913 the United States ranked 
eighth in tonnage in the interna- 
tional sea-borne trade, carrying 
only 2 per cent of the world’s com- 
merce. In 1931 we had achieved 
second rank with 12 per cent. 

“In 1913 our foreign trade, export 
and import, totaled $4,277,000,000. In 
1930, which was certainly not a 
boom year, it totaled $6,904,000,000 
—our lowest figure since 1923. A 
clear gain of $2,727,000,000. Of this 
the exports in 1913 were $2,484,000,- 
000 and in 1930, $3,843,000,000. A 
gain for American production 
$1,359,000,000. These increases are 
largely attributable to our new 
American policy of going after 
world trade in American flag ships. 

“Strong American Merchant Ma- 
* rine services making rates and cre- 
ating conditions to help American 
exporters secure trade in world 
markets are particularly -vital to 
the Mississippi Valley. Our agri- 
culture and industry are handi- 
capped by costly rail or river hauls 
to ocean ports. American’ ships 
whose primary interest is in build- 
ing American foreign trade render 
a service of inestimable value. is 
is especially true of Gulf services 
operating to South America where 
we in the Mississippi Valley must 
search and work for our future best 
foreign markets.”

Clear Channel 
Station Change Likely. 
By Martin Codel. 

ASHINGTON, Jan, 6,—Clear 
W channel broadcasting along 

the Eastern and V'estern sea- 
boards appears destined to end. To 
the radio listener dependent for re- 
ception on far-away stations—and 
there are still many communities 
that do not have their own stations 
—this is disturbing news. However, 
higher powers may be authorized 
to enable such stations to maintain 
fairly widespread service areas. 

Clear channel stations are those 

assigned to the exclusive night-time 
use of particular wave lengths. 
Their powers range from 5000 to 
50,000 watts, so that their programs 
may be heard without interference 
over as wide a radius as their pow- 


permit. 

Forty of the 90 wave lengths 
have been thus set aside, and the 
stations operating thereon are gen- 
erally the most widely heard by 
rural and remote listeners and by 
listeners in other communities. 

Events moving toward the break- 
down of the clear channel system, 
at least as it ineludes stations 
along or near the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific seaboards, are many. They 
are causing no *small concern 
among broadcasters occupying such 
channels. Indirectly affected also 
are stations on neighboring chan- 
nels and many allowed to occupy 
the clear channels during daylight. 

In senatorial hearings on radio 
just before the New Year, the gen- 
eral counsel of the Federdl Radio 
Commission, Duke M. Patrick, hint- 
ed that another reallocation of 
broadcasting may soon Be neces- 
sary. He was undoubtedly referring 
to the demands of Mexico and 
Cuba, if not Canada, for more ra- 
dio facilities. To grant these the 
only possibilities are (1) widening 
the broadcast band to make more 
waves available; (2) taking some 
of the channels away from the 
United States, and (3) adding sta- 
tions of limited powers to the chan- 
nels now used in this country, par- 
ticularly to the clear channels used 
by stations that are farthest away. 


The latter course has been sug- 
gested and will be seriously con- 
sidered when the North American 
Wave Conference is held next 
spring, probably in Mexico City. Ag- 
gravating the situation are demands 
of daytime or limited stations on 
clear channels, which must sign off 
at local sunset, for more time. 

KXA, Seattle, operating on the 
clear channel of WJZ, New York 
key of the NBC network, is de- 
manding more time than the time 
difference between Seattle and 
New York now affords it. Now the 
commission is considering giving it 
full time and raising WJZ’'s power 
to compensate for interference that 
may result when two stations oc- 
cupy the same channel at night. 

The stations in danger of losing 
their strong wave length position are 
WABC, WEAF, WOR, WBZ-WBZA, 
WCAU, WTIC, WPG, WRVA, KFT, 
KPO and KNX and perhaps*a few 
others not quite as near the sea. 

The commission may be _  con- 
strained to raise its present 50,000- 
watt maximum power limit to 100,- 
000 watts, or even 200,000 watts, to 
enable stations to ride out interfer- 
ence and continue to serve rural 
and remote audiences.

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Activities-Increased During De- 


pression Despite Budget Cuts, 
Secretary Reports. 


Character building agencies of 
the Community Fund have expand- 
ed their activities during the de- 
pression despite budget cuts last 
year which ranged between 17 and. 
20 per cent, according to Miss Ber- 
tha B. Howell, secretary of the 
neighborhood service and recrea- 
tion department of the Community, 
Council. 

Nineteen character building agen- 
cies of the Community Fund will 
make an appeal next month for 
$600,000 to enable them to continue 
their work. 

“Unemployment,” said Miss How- 
ell, “means sagging morale and 
more tension and restlessness in 
the home. Some outlet will have 
to be found for pent-up energies. 
It is the purpose of the character 
building agencies to provide whole- 
some outlets for these energies.” 
As one means of meeting the sit- 
uation, she said, district councils, 
composed of representatives of so- 
cial agencies, churches and schools, 
have been set up to co-ordinate ef- 
forts and bring new activities into 
operation. The Mill Creek district 
council, she said, resulted in two 
flourishing programs. 

Partly as a result of its efforts, 

Miss Howell said, the Wednesday 
Club has opened a social center at 
Madison School, 1118 South Seventh 
street. Sessions are held there 
each Tuesday and Thursday night 
with an average attendance of 
about 300 youths, most of them 
between 16 and 21. Volunteer lead- 
ers direct them in such activities 
as gymnastics, dramatics, dancing, 
games, and lessons in practical 
electricity. 
The council was also responsible 
for opening a playground west of 
the Twelfth boulevard viaduct anu 
south of the railroad tracks. Use 
of the ground was donated by the 
owner and unemployed men cleared 
and leveled it. Soccer, football and 
other outdoor games are played 
there. Kingdom House has gen- 
eral supervision and the grounds 
are available also to Caroline Mis- 
sion, the Boys’ Club, and Markham 
Memorial Presbyterian Church. 

Another council operated an out- 
door center for Negroes last sum- 
mer in connection with Wayman 
Temple, 1012 North Twenty-third 
street. Neighborhood House, 1900 
North Nineteenth street, has estab- 
lished six recreation centers, four 
on vacant lots and two in gymna- 
siums, those of St. Lawrence 
O’Toole’s parish and Patrick Hen- 
ry School. Unemployed fathers and 
older brothers aided in establishing 
them in supervising recreation. 

Club activities of the Y. M. C. A. 
and Vi W. C. A. are not confined 
to their buildings, but have been 
extended into neighborhoods 
throughout the city and county. 

The Park and Playgound Associa- 
tion, at the request of the Com- 
munity Council, undertook to train 
volunteer workers and 54 have 
been added to the staffs of the 
agencies. Others who are interest- 
ed are asked to communicate with 
Miss Howell at CEntral 6900.

Another De Mille Spectacle 


‘Sign of the Cross,’’ Most Elaborate of Produc- 
er’s Great Religious Dramas, Comes to the Amer- 
ican—How the Picture Was Made in Hollywood. 


So said Cecil B, DeMille many years ago when he was 
considered the ranking picture producer of the country 
and so the slight, bald-headed, energetic little man repeats.as he 
returns to the wars with his newest film, “The Sign of the Cross” 
which begins a run at the American Theater today. Known all over 
the world as the father of what Hollywood now calls ‘a colossal 
spectacle of stupendous magnitude,’”’ DeMille has once more given 
full rein to his flair for thousands of extras, huge scenes, lavish 
display. Shouting, waving his arms, stopping the action to harangue 
his players through a megaphone, DeMille made “The Sign of the 
Cross” in typical dramatic DeMille fashion. 

Practically the entire Paramount ranch, comprising scores of 
acres near Hollywood, was converted into,a section of Rome as it 
appeared in Nero’s day. Streets, public squares and houses were 
duplicated from research based on the findings of several hundred 
years of excavations in the imperial city.. Ironically enough, these 
magnificent sets, rebuilt at the cost of so much research, effort and 
money, were destroyed in very short order by fire when DeMille 
filmed Nero’s burning of Rome. 

An elaborate marble Roman bath in which Claudette Colbert, 
gs the Empress Poppaea, is photographed during the course of her 
ablutions, was constructed from blueprints and charts of baths un- 
covered in recent excavations. 

Most elaborate of all the settings, however, was a faithful dupli- 
cation of the Roman Circus, a huge amphitheater which for several 
hundred years was the scene of the gladiatorial combats and chariot 
races in which a wanton Roman populace delighted. A tremendous 
structure, the original Circus seated 150,000 people. DeMille built 
a section of the stadium large enough to seat his 7500 extras, as 
well as the-entire 90,000 square-feet arena in which the games 
actually were conducted. 

Interior settings, duplicates of sections of Nero’s famed Palace 
of Gold, and of the houses of wealthy patricians, were built in the 
studios. These were reproduced with lavish detail. 

J of metal ornaments worn by. leading players and extras in the 

film. A metal foundry turned out hundreds of helmets, breast- 
plates, guards and suits of armor for the male players, and all sorts 
of jewelry for the women, 

Lions, tigers, crocodiles, bears and elephants were requisitioned 
from circuses and zoos for use in the arena sequences. The dungeon 
in which ‘the lions were kept was one of the most effective ever 
devised for the filming of wild animal scenes. More than 200 feet 
of heavy-timbered runways were constructed for returning the ani- 
mals to their cages after they had passed up the stairs of the set 
into the arena. Eight cameras, mounted at strategic points, photo- 
graphed every movement of the animals. 
DeMille veterans were given preference in the casting over 
those who never bef6re had been in a DeMille picture. The producer 
earefully preserves the lists of thousands of extras he uses in each 
of his big pictures, and sends for them as soon as he starts another. 
7 began even to cast the picture. Scores of tests and interviews 

were accorded leading actors and actresses before DeMille de- 
cided upon Fredric March for the role of the heroic Marcus Superbus, 
Elissa Landi as the beautiful Christian girl Marcia, Claudette Colbert 
as the seductive but wicked Poppaea, wife of Nero, and Charles 
Laughton as the depraved monarch himself. 

As in “The Ten Commandments,” at which the entire film- 
going world gasped with awe and admiration when the waters of 
the Red Sea parted, so in “‘The Sign of the Cross’ has DeMille again 
provided a fillip for the most jaded cinema palate. This time his 
epochal incident is the great conflagration which destroyed Rome 
in 64 A. D., the period of the story. 

In order to picturize realistically the world’s greatest fire, a 
replica of the ancient city was constructed at the Paramount ranch 
in the foothills of the Santa Monica Mountains. Many months were 
spent in building the set, yet fire destroyed it in less than 10 
minutes. : 

At a signal from DeMille, an electrician turned on a gas valve 
which sent great billows of smoke and flame leaping into the skies. 

Four thousand men, women and children fled from the build- 
ings into the streets in the greatest bedlam of shouting, screaming 
and voices ever recorded for a motion picture. 

Throughout the recreation of the great fire of 2000 years ago, 
Nero sang and strummed tunes on his fedicula. 

Cameras ground away from every conceivable angle. 
minutes DeMille called ‘‘Cut!” 

No retakes were necessary—or possible.

character, may be just a mean-

As for the picture, you don’t 
have to be old enough to remember 
the free silver days to enjoy it.

OSE ITURBE, the young Span- 
Ji pianist who has risen to al- 
most unrivaled position among 
masters of the keyboard in the 
course of his three visits to Amer- 
ica, is soloist with the St. Louis 
Symphony Orchestra under the ba- 
ton of Viadimir Golschmann at the 
Odeon next Friday afternoon and 
Saturday evening.

Paris—orchestral concerts with' fas- 
cinating programs played by an en- 
semble whose members were most- 
ly pupils of the . Conservatoire. 
Sometimes there were two pianos— 
and Jean Wiener was recruited to 
assist. ’ 

Wiener has been the banner man 
of jazz in Europe. At his concerts 
Wiener made jazz fashionable. No 
living man has done more to intro- 
duce that characteristic American 
expression to the continent. He be- 
lieves it is the basis of a real con- 
tribution to music. His Franco- 
American concerto is not American 
jazz, though it has a jazz basis. It 
is his own treatment of American 
jazz as a material—and there has 
been a delightfuly humorous treat- 
ment. The composer will be re- 
membered as the Wiener of the 
Wiener and Doucet duo piano team, 
which was a sensation in concert 
in America last year.

along the sides, finally being drawn 
inward and forward by the semi- 
vacuum in the wake of the car. 
The motion of the dust-cloud fol- 
lowing a car on a country road 
shows the motion of this air behind 
a car. What Fisher has done is to 
harness this force, which clutches 
at the back of the car, by working 


The key to this system is the 
vertically split windows in the new 
Fisher bodies. Pivoting front sec- 
tions are provided in the front win- 
dows of all models, and in the rear- 
quarter windows of sedans. They 
are adjusted by convenient regula- 
tors inside, and may be turned to 
deflect air or to “scoop” it into the 
car. The rear part of each front 
window raises and lowers as in con- 
ventional cars.

Protection From Drafts. 
When the pivoting section of any 
window is turned so its rear edge 
swings outward, the stream of air 
alongside the car is deflected away 
from the car, and the suction re- 
sulting from the motion of the car 
is brought to bear on the air in 
the opening just back of the pivot- 
ing section. Air is drawn out, and 
since air pressure tends to equalize 
itself, a corresponding current is 
drawn in through the opening just 
forward of the pivoting section thus 
opened, and the volume of the air 
circulated may be varied in an in- 
stant by varying the angle to which 
the section is turned. 
When the pivoting section is ad- 
justed to ventilate the car, drafts 
will not enter, even with the driv- 
er’s window lowered. This enables 
drivers to drive, as so many prefer 
to do, with the left front window 
down, without causing rear-seat 
passengers to complain of drafts. 
A feature distinguishing the Fish- 
er ventilation system is its provi- 
sion of complete and instant con- 
trol of ventilation by each person 
in a car. Circulation of air in the 
new Fisher bodies is relatively lo- 
cal, confined fairly closely to the 
vicinity of each window in which. 
a ventilation unit is in-built. Smok- 
ers may enjoy their tobacco with- 
out annoying others in a car, for 
the smoke is vented through the 
nearest ventilation unit without cir- 
culating all over the interior. 

No Clouding of Glaas. 
Neither is it necessary to choose 
bétween those two cold-weather 
evils—driving with vision impaired 
by clouded windshield and windows, 
and obtaining clear vision at the 
cost of discomfort from drafts. 
Fisher ventilation will circulate 
adequate volume of air to prevent 
clouding in the coldest weather, 
without detracting from the com- 
fort of those in the car, It fune- 
tions equally well in rain and snow. 
From a safety standpoint, the use 
of non-shattering glass, not only in 
all ventilation units but all wind- 
shields as well, is of importance. 
In extremely warm weather, 
Fisher ventilation may be used for 
relief from the heat. The pivoting

The bore and stroke of the en- 
gine are 3%x4% inches, and its 
characteristics are entirely differ- 
ent from any previous design, due 
to important improvements. The 
valves and ports are extra large. 
The new carburetor has a wide 
throat and the manifolding system 
is a new design, which not only 
gives great breathing capacity to 
the engine, but also the best pos- 
sible distribution and the highest 
percentage of cylinder filling on 
each intake stroke. This latter 
quality is known among engineers 
as a higher volumetric efficiency. 

An entirely new type of cam- 
shaft design contributes a very fast 
valve opening and a greater lift 
than normally found. The com- 
pression ratio is 5.75 to 1, with 5.25 
to 1 as optional. 


Engine Vibration Dampener. 


For smooth operation the engines 
are fitted with the latest type of 
rubber bonded-to-steel torsional vi- 
bration dampener. The engine is sup- 
ported in the frame at six points, 
two widely spaced rubber insulated 
anchorages at the front of the en- 
gine, two more narrowly spaced 
' at a point about opposite the rear 
crankshaft bearing, and two close 
together at the transmission. This 
gives approximately a triangular 
suspension layout which provides a 
controlled flexibility that complete- 
ly insulates the power plant fiom 
the frame. 

The upholstery is a fine grade of 
mohair or broadcloth. The instru- 
ment panel carries dials of airplane 
type, easily read and accessible. 
The distinctive radiator ornament 
enhances the front appearance of 
the car and identifies it instantly. 


Eight Has Oil Heat Regulator. 


As in 1932, there are two series 
of eight-cylinder cars, one on a 
wheelbase of 122 inches, the other 
on a wheelbase of 126 inches. 
Prices are $100 and $150 less. 

By an increase ‘of 1-16-inch in the 
engine bore of the 122-inch wheel- 
base eight, the horsepower has 
been increased from 93 to 96. On 
the 126-inch car, the horsepower 
has been increased from 106 to 109 
by a bore increase of \%-inch. 

The engine is suspended at seven 
points, the mounting being cush- 
ioned in rubber, front and rear, 
completely insulating the engine 
from the frame. The spacing of the 
mountings is such that there are 
two at the front of the engine, four 
at the rear of the engine and one 
at the end of the transmission. 

The oil temperature regulator is 
made up of a series of copper JSubes 
placed parallel to each other and 
soldered together at each end, léav- 
ing space between them for oil 
flow. As the oil passes over the 
outside of these tubes, it is cooled 
by the water passing through them. 
Thus the oil is kept within 15 to 
20 degrees of the same tempera- 
ture as the water in the cooling 
system. The engine water circulat- 
ing system passes the water 
through the regulator and then into 
the engine jacket where it circu- 
lates in the normal manner. 

Automatic ride control is pro- 
vided by automatically and ther- 
mostatically controlled shock ab- 
sorbers. These adjust themselves 


%: x for temperature and road condi- 


tions. 

The chassis torsional stabilizer, 
which has proven to be such a suc- 
cessful feature of Hupmobile con- 
struction, is continued in the new 
eight. This does away with weave 
and shimmy. 


Sidesway Eliminated. 


New this year is a side-sway 
eliminator, consisting of a spring 
steel bar, which operates to resist 
angular motion between rear axle 
and frame. This bar is mounted 
across the frame at the third cross 
member, near the rear of the frame, 
in two rubber bushings, and is fit- 
ted with an arm at each extremity. 
Adjustable rubber mounted links 
connect from two ends of these 
arms to the rear axle. 

No restriction is provided against 
action of the spring in a vertical 
plane. <As soon, however, as the 
tendency to roll causes one spring 
to deflect more than the other, the 
spring steel bar opposes the action 
through its resistance to twist. The 
spring steel bar is of such dimen- 
sions and material that just the 
proper amount of flexibility is per- 
mitted and yet all objectionable 
roll is eliminated, while at the same 
time the desired soft action of the 
springs in the vertical plane is not 
affected. oy

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National Auto 
Show Opens in 
New York Today 


Recalls First Show, in 1900, 
When VU.’ §&. Produced 
» 192 Cars in Year. 


By the Associated Press. 
DETROIT, Jan. 
al Automobile Show, which has be- 
come as much a part of the motor 
car industry as has mass produc- 
tion, marks its thirty-third birth- 
day with the opening tomorrow of 
the annual New York exhibition, 
while the St. Louis show opens at 
the same time. 

The show, however, came to the 
industry before mass production, 
although.a few of the sponsors of 
the first show envisioned volume 
output and won for themselves the 
ridicule not only of potential mo- 
torists, but of many of their asso- 
ciates as well. 

“The week following Jan. 20, 
1900,” was the period set aside for 
the first automobile exhibition, but 
it was announced rather as a 
“cycle and automobile show,’ and 
the uncertainty that was felt as to 
the future of the motor car may 
be seen in the fact that “cycle” was 
given precedence over “automobile” 
in the announcement. 3 
“Opportunity will be given for 
the first time,” the announcement 
said, “to see a complete line of au- 
tomobiles under one roof.’ 

Winton Made First Real Sale. 

It was less than a decade after 
the first American-built automobile 
had made its appearance, and a 
little more than two years after 
the first sale of an automobile by 


producer to consumer. Alexander 
Winton was the first producer to 
make a sale to an individual out- 
side the small group of pioneers 


| 


who were founding an industry that 
ultimately would measure the value 
of its product in the billions of 
dollars, 

The production of the automobile 

manufacturers of 1900 was 4192 
passenger cars and no _ trucks. 
Trucks made their appearance first 
in 1904. 
The producers of the 1900 model 
motor car placed a relatively high 
price, measured by. present day 
standards, upon their product. The 
4192 cars were given a total valua- 
tion of $4,899,443. In 1929 the in- 
dustry produced 5,621,715 passenger 
cars and“trucks and valued them 
at $3,576,645,881. 

.The auto show of 1900 was frank- 
ly an experiment; its sponsors were 
not sure they ever would hold an- 
other. They brought to the exhibi- 
tion floor the best types of automo- 
biles the knowledge of the time 
could produce. They faced, how- 
ever, the problem of overcoming a 
prejudice which seemed at the time 
to present a task ever greater than 
perfection of the self-propelled ve- 
hicle. 

Thé prejudice probably was not 
wholly without basis, for the motor- 
cars of 1900, some of which will be 
seen as contrasting exhibits at the 
1933 shows, lacked almost every 
essential to riding comfort and 
driving ease. Potential buyers not 
only were skeptical but many were 
hostile. 

Really Frank Manufacturer. 
One incident that comes down 


from the hand-made era of the 


automobile to illustrate the uncer- 
tainty of the early producer as well 
as the owner is given in corre- 
spondence between manufacturer 
and buyer not long after the first 
automobile show was held. 

“I hear rumors,” the owner 
wrote, “that you are planning to 
bring out soon a four-cylinder mod- 
el to replace the present two-cylin- 
der type. Please advise me if this 
is true, for I should not want to 
invest in another car at present if 
an improved model is planned.” 

It was one of the earliest mani- 
festations of the effect of new 
model rumors upon the retail 
market for automobiles. The pro- 
ducer, however, disposed of it in a 
direct-to-the-point reply. 

“Any automobile owner or manu- 
facturer can tell you,” he wrote, 
“that one and two cylinder motors 
can cause trouble enough. We are 
not planning to add to these trou- 


bles by producing a four-cylin 
model.” . ea:

‘Anti-Freeze’ Testing 
Now Recommended 


By Glycerine Makers 


Things to Guard Against in 
Using This Car Protection 
for Cold Weather. 


Now, says the Glycerine Produc- 
ers’ Association service bureau, is a 
good time to test “permanent” anti- 
freeze protection. While a radiator 
glycerine solution cannot be weak- 
ened by evaporation, because its 
water content is the only part-that 


can evaporate, other causes may 
lower its protective power. 

One of these causes is the custom 
of service station attendants of 
pouring water into a radiator when- 
ever the cooling fluid is not well up 
in the radiator intake. Careless- 
ness in adding water may cause- 
waste of this fluid through the 
overflow pipe. 

When a car is serviced with radi- 
ator glycerine, three or four inches 
of air space should be left between 
the top of the intake and the level 
of the cooling solution to allow for 
expansion when the liquid is heated. 
When the car is cool, the loss of 
only a little water through evap~ 
oration may make the radiator fluid 
sink out of sight and lead a service 
station man to pour in too much 
water. Some motorists who keep 
their cars in public garages guard 
against this danger by tying to 
the radiator cap a small tag bear- 
ing the words, “No water, please.” 

Another cause of anti-freeze 
wastage is parking a car facing 
down a steep hill. This angle may 
cause some of the cooling system 
fluid to run out of the overflow 
pipe. To prevent this, a car should 
be parked facing up-hill. 

Loss of water from a radiator 
glycerine solution through evapora- 
tion alone will not amount to more 
than one quart during the entire 
winter. Under ordinary conditions, 
water need not be added more than 
twice in the season. If a cooling 
system is water-tight when glyce- 
rine is introduced in the fall, there 
will be no leakage because modern 
radiator glycerine has less tenden- 
cy to leak even than water. 

The condition of a glycerine anti- 
freeze solution can quickly be test- 
ed with the special hydrometer in 
the hands of all well-equipped serv- 
ice stations. This instrument shows 
the protective power'of anti-freeze 
mixture in terms of temperature 
degrees. Even when a permanent 
anti-freeze is used, it is well t 
make this test two or three times 
during the winter. 


Keeping Buick Cars 
Clean Facilitated 
By Design Details 


Details of design of the 1933 
Buick cars aid materially in keep- 
ing the cars unusually clean. 

Besides serving as a screen to 
conceal the radiator core; the 
chromium finished radiator grill, 
with its close mesh, retards the 
entrance of dirt and bugs into the 
engine compartment. Thus the en- 
gine and the engine side of the 
cowl may be more easily kept clean. 

The contour of the wider front 
fenders and their deep valances also 
helps in allaying the dust problem. 
Dust, mud or water shoot along un- 
der the fenders where they hit de- 
flectors located at the ends of the 
running boards, thereby preventing 
splash on the side of the car. 

A gravel deflector attached to the 
inside of the rear bumpers tends to 
prevent stones and mud being 
thrown up on the body of the car 
even when traveling over wet roads.

Cars Look Longer and Lower 
—Numerous Improvements 
on Chassis. 


Refinement of the full airstream 
design pioneered by Reo nearly two 
and a half years ago, air cush- 
ioned rubber engine mountings of 
a new type, and other refinements 
to. increase comfort and. improve 
performance, are revealed in ‘the 
new Reo exhibited by the Stein- 
er-Fahrenkrog Co., distributer. 
Prices of the new Reo Fiying 
Cloud line start at $995, the lowest 
price at which Reo has offered a 
passenger car since the old four- 
cylinder. 

Both Flying Cloud and Reo-Roy- 
ale for 1933 look longer and lower 
than their predecessofs. Among 
changes are greater angles .of 
inclination of the Vee-type radiator 
shells with their grills. Both sheils 
and front shields have been re 
molded. Even the curve of the 
one-piece front bumper has been 
changed. The flanged outer edges 
of the front fenders have been 2x- 
tended downward to form shields. 

Chassis refinements. begin with 
the new anti-shimmy, anti-backlash 
devices on both Flying Cloud and 
Reo--Royale, and new heat treated, 
alloy steel spring shackles on the 
Flying Cloud. The four-point en- 
gine mounting on the Flying Cloud, 
and six-point mounting on the Reo- 
Royale, support weight and resist 
torque with air cushioned units of 
rubber. 

Re-designed transmission fea- 
ture built-in mechanical free wheel- 
ing, helical gears for silent second 
speed and synchronized shifting. 

Three thermostats on the Flying 
Cloud insure quick starting and 
smooth, economical performance, 
one provides automatic control of 
the choke valve of the new down 
draft carburetor. Another controls 
the heat supplied to the intake 
manifold. Another controls the heat 
manifold. The third retards cir- 
culation of the colling water until 
it reaches the proper temperature. 

The Flying Cloud Six engine and 
the Reo-Royale both have bore and 
stroke of three and three-eighths 
by five.

To attain a frontal view in har- 
mony with the general design, Gra- 
ham has designed bumpers that 
adorn the car, instead of serving 
only as a necessary utility. This 
effect is gained by breaking away 
from the usual straight-line bump- 
er and substituting two distinct 
chromium bumper plates, separated 
in the center, sloping downward 
from near the front edges of the 
fenders to a point well below the 
lowermost tip of the curved for- 
ward sweep of the radiator grill. 
The entire outline of the chromium 
plated grill is thus exposed.to view. 

A similar. effective touch is a 
chromium strip that serves as a 
molding along the edge of the run- 
ning board and tapers gracefully 
at he ends, defining the lower edge 
of the deep skirt of the front fen- 
der as it curves upward toward the 
front, and outlining the front up- 
ward curve of the rear fender. 

Speedometer, Indicators in One. 

Inside, the most conspicuous im- 
provement is the instrument clus- 
ter. At first glance, the large dial 
—§% inches in diameter—seems to 
be all speedometer, for the circum- 
ference of this circle is graduated 
in ‘speed indices, from 0 °*to 100. 
However, closer inspection discloses 
that all the other régular indicators 
—the glass columns showing engine 
temperature and gasoline tank 
contents, and the ammeter, oil pres- 
sure gauge and odometer dials for 
total and trip mileage—are within 
the circle.

Improvement in Cities. 


Analysis of accident tabulations 
for the year reveals that trends 
with respect to certain types of ac- 
cidents were much the same as in 
previous years. 


Congested areas still led in hav- 
ing the largest number of mils- 
haps. The margin, however, con- 
tinued to decline. Greater recog- 
nition by the driving public that 
the chances of mishaps are greater 
in heavy traffic and improved 
methods of vehicle annd pedestrian 
control are credited with the im- 
provement here. 


According to the records of the 
National Safety First Association 
of England, comparable to the Na- 
tional Safety Council in the United 
States, London’s traffic safety 
standard was higher than in 1931 
while that of rural districts fell. 

Much the same situation prevails 
in the United States. It is ascribed 
in part to the fact that open high- 
way speeds are higher with the re- 
sult that accidents are both more 
humerous and more serious. An- 
other cause contributing to the less 
favorable showing of the small 
town and rural areas in both 
America and in Europe is the re- 
duction in road maintenance due to 
the economic pressure on public 
treasuries.

Most Cars Per Road Mile 
England. 

Some figures that may be sur- 
prising to American motorists are 
revealed in the international acci- 
dent study. They show that despite 
its tremendous registration of mo- 
tor vehicles, approximately 70 per 
cent of the world total, the United 
States has fewer cars per mile of 
highway than England. The ratio 
in England is 12.7 vehicles to every 
mile of road. In this country, it 
is only 8.8; in Germany 6.3, and, 
in France, 3.9. 


While not susceptible to having 
their values accurately established, 
there are other contributing causes 
to the better safety record of mo- 
tordom generally. 

One of these, which indicates a 
greater degree of caution in driv- 
ing, is the smaller number of ar- 
rests and fines for traffic mis- 
demeanors. That this is due to 
more widespread law observance 
rather than to diminished effort on 
the part of enforcement officials is 
the statement of traffic authorities. 
As a matter of fact, England last 
year for the first time established 
‘special traffic police forces, motor- 
ized squads concentrating their at- 
tention upon this particular class 
of law violators. 

Co-operation in Safety Work. 

Another circumstance contribut- 
ing to improvement in the safety 
record is the intensity and cohesion 
of safety education campaigns. In 
the United States, motor vehicle of- 
ficials have received the co-opera- 
tion in these continuing drives not 
only of the motor car industry, but 
of insurance underwriters, gasoline 
refiners and every other agency 
identified with highway transpor- 
tation. Much the same character 
of close-knit campaign is being car-

The effect of this constant co- 
operative campaign has been to 
make the individual more aware of 
his personal responsibility in the 
creation of traffic safety, in the 
opinion of those identified with it. 
That, in final analysis, is held to be 
the only hopeful solution of the en- 
tire problem. 

In analyzing the factors’ that 
have resulted in motordom’s best 
modern safety record, authorities 
are of the opinion that most of 
them are of a positive quality and 
that, as such, they will continue to 
exercise a favorable influence. 


France Bans Grade Crossings. 


The French Ministry of Public 
Works has issued an order pro- 
hibiting ground-level railroad 
crossings to be constructed in the 
future. From possessing only 100,- 
000.moter vehicles in 1914 France 
has come to have 1,700,000 automo- 
biles. Although there are fewer 
accidents in France than in many 
other countries, grade crossings are 
regarded as a principal cause of ac- 
cidents. Five hundred ground-level 
crossings have beén marked for 
early replacement by viaducts or 
tunnels. 


Gear Shift Omitted on British Cars. 


Many of the newest passenger 
cars in England are not equipped 
with gear shift leve™s, but have 
at the center of the steering wheel 
a minute gadget called a “pre- 
selector.” Driving such a car in 
“high,” the motorist sets his pre- 
selector for “second” or “first,” 
knowing that sooner or later a hill 
or traffic pause must come. When 
it does hé merely throws out his 
clutch and is shifted by a me- 
chanical device into the gear which 
he has “pre-selected.” 


Chrysler's Girder 


Truss Frame Has 


Unusual Rigidity 


Chrysier’s girder-truss, double- 
drop frame, first introduced when |~ 
floating power was adopted, has 
been improved for the 1933 cars. It 
has been given additional rigidity 
with less weight. 

This type of frame has had a 
year’s use in the Chrysler line and 
has proved itself. 

With the adoption of floating 
power mountings, engineers redis- 
tributed the strains and stresses 
that formerly were borne by a front 
end supported and braced by rigid 
engine mountings. Chrysler engi- 
neers evolved a trussed girder, 
shaped like an “X” and fabricated 
on structural steel principles. This 
truss is riveted by its ‘two short legs 
to the side frame members at the 
front of the rear springs. The cross 
of the “X” comes directly back of 
the transmission. The long legs 
extend forward along the inside 
frame members from the rear of 
the engine to the front where they 
converge into the front cross mem- 
ber. 

This type of frame is distortion 
proof. Originally it was a few 
pounds heavier than the former 
type of Chrysler frame, but in some 
models it proved 15 times more re- 
sistant to twists. In the new 
Chryslers the weight has been still 
further reduced and the resistance 
increased. 


High Compression 
Engines Based Upon 
Experience in Racing 


‘High compression engines are not 
new, but formerly were to be found 
only in race cars. Now they are

Today's high compression engines 
are made possible by improved 
fuels. ‘Until the standards of gaso- 
line quality were raised, a slight 
increase in compression ratio re- 
sulted in intolerable knocking or 
pinging: today’s fuels, with their 
high anti-knock ratings, operate in 
high compression engines not only 
silently, but with increased power 
output. 

The only difference between high 
and low compression’ engines is that 
the former have less space between 
the cylinder heads and the pistons 
when the pistons are at the top of 
their stroke. That is, the high com- 
pression engine has a smaller com- 
bustion chamber into which the air 
and vaporized gasoline, drawn into 
the cylinder during the intake 
stroke, are squeezed when the pis- 
ton rises on the compression stroke. 
The smaller this space, as compared 
with the volume of the entire cylin- 
der and the combustion chamber 
together, the higher is the com- 
pression ratio? 

“Compression ratio” merely rep- 
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for the entire stroke. That's why 
high compression engines give more 
power per unit of

Frank Confessions of a Professional Beggar Who

1 man giving the name of W. W. Jor- 
dan—a name which he admitted was not 
his own nor the one he had always used 
—came through St. Louis recently in 
the prosecution ‘of one of the oldest, if 
not exactly one of the most distin- 
guished, human professions. He was a 
professionat beggar. But he didn't loiter 
on street corners asking passersby for 
dimes and quarters. He had worked out 
—according to his story—a different 
technique. He addressed himself to men 
whom he knew to be men in good cir- 
cumstances and he asked them for rela- 
tively large sums—sums ranging from 
$5 to $3100. In a surprising number of 
cases he got what he asked for. 

How and why he did tt and reasons 
for his success—a success that netted 
him $50,000 in ten years according to 
his statement—constitutes the burden 
of the following story. 

Having been verified in all of its im- 
portant particulars as a series of events 
that did actually happen, tt ts told here 
as Jordan told it to a representative of 
the Post-Dispatch Sunday Magazine.

HIS is the story of 
a panhandler de 
luxe, an aristocrat 
among moochers 
who spurned the 
small change to be 
picked up on the 
streets and went 
after big game 
with such adroit- 
ness that he says he collected some 
$50,000 in 10 years’ practice of his 
profession. 

This panhandler always dressed 
well, traveled first class on the rail- 
rouds and lived at the best hotels. 
His victims, or benefactors, according 
to the way one chooses to look at it, 
were usually wealthy men—public of- 
ficials or business executives. He con- 
centrated on Governors. Senators, 
Congresamen, Mayors and presidents 
of large corporations, and the touch 
was for any amount between $5 and 
$190. He never asked for less than 
$5 or for more than $100. _He oper- 
ated at one time or another in every 
state in the union except Vermont. 
New Hampshire and Kansas. and 
picked up easy money in virtually 
every major city in the country. In 
a few instances he played upon the 
generosity of the same individuals 
(twice. In-‘all his career he was arrest- 
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ed only once and in that case was re- 
leased without prosecution and wound 
up by touching for $20 the man who 
had had him arrested. 

His name, he says, is W. W. Jordan, 
but he admits that is only one of his 
names and not the one under which he 
usually operated. His home might be 
anywhere, for he has never stayed in 
one place for more than a month at 
a time, but he came from Detroit 
originally. He thinks now that he 
may have a comparatively permanent 
address before long, for he is abandon- 
ing the panhandle racket and is going 
to work. 

A short time ago, he relates, an 
executive of an Eastern advertising 
concern whom he approached for a 
touch, offered him a job instead of 
money. It was the first time in 10 
years he had been offered a job, he 
says, so~he took it and resolved to 
quit panhandling for good. That is 
why he is willing now to tell about his 
touches and expose the methods by 
which he made them. The business of 
mooching is beginning to work on his 
conscience anyway, he adds. He thinks 
he is weakening, or maybe acquiring 
xOme small measure of self-respect. At 
any rate, he explains, it is getting so 
he can no longer walk into a man’s 
office or home and ask for money un- 
less he is actually as desperate for 
funds as he always says he is in his 
sales talk. 

It wasn't that way in the old days, 
Conscience or pride did not trouble 
him in the least. He could call on 20 
or more prospects in a day and gather 
in anywhere from $100 to $200. And 
such prospects! 

A list of Jordan’s contributors reads 
like a scction out of ‘‘Who's Who.” He 
never went so far as to try to touch 
the President of the United States, but 
that was only because of the difficul- 
ty involved in getting to see’ him. He 
once touched a former President—- 
President Taft—for $30 and _ he 
touched Senators and Congressmen 
right and left. Usually he found Gov- 
ernors and Mayors easy picking. He 
made profitable calls on Governors of 
some 30 states and on Mayors of 50 or 
more cities. 

On the roll of celebrities Jordan 
can remember offhand—and enough

transportation out of the city. Fisher 
gave him $25. 

That $25 came so easily Jordan de- 
cided to try again. So instead of leav- 
ing town, he went to Sebastian Kresge, 
wealthy five and ten magnate, and got 
$50. Kresge asked why he came to 
him, adding, ‘Tell me the truth: that's 
all I ask.’ Jordan said honestly 
enough that he knew of Kresge and 
knew he had money.

I usually get my deer, and 
I have brought in mountain lions and 
some turkeys. But with that big black 
thing coming at me, looking bigger 
every step, I sort of got back to ele- 
mentals. I forgot I was a good shot.

“T ran plumb back to a little clump 
of scrubby trees, which was the first 
cover I saw. I shook some, I’m not 
ashamed to admit. I wasn’t so scared 
for my life as I was excited. I tell 
you, there’s something different about 
hunting buffalo. 

“Well, sir, the bull came to where I 
had been and smelled the ground all 
about, pawed a little and then mum- 
bled deep, ‘Ummmm-maraw!' sort of 
like a 10-ton dog growling. Then he 
and his cows moved on off out of 
sight. 

“Later on I got up enough nerve to 
go in again, and I finally downed my 
prize, all right. I have the head in 
my house. But I never saw that first 
bull again. Later some of the boys 
who live up there said 1 doubtless had 
run onto old Geronimo, the pet of the 
State herd, who would have come up 
and nudged around me for a lump of 
sugar or salt or something, and was as 
harmless as a kitten! But I had heard 
tales about wounded buffaloes and | 
didn't crave to take any chances!” 

A few days after the official hunt 
this sign appeared in the windows of 
Phoenix groceries: ‘‘Buffalo Meat for 
Sale.”’ 

A lot of people began to buy it, 
largely, probably, because bison steak 
is a novelty these days. The buffalo 
meat retailed up to 8U cents a pound. 
Each hunter was allowed to keep.100 
pounds and the remainder was sold 
by the State. Many a special Wild 
Western banquet was held, with 
roast bison as the chief dish. 

Some people shipped cuts of the 
meat to relatives in the East. One 
man sent a cooked portion to a young 
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nephew in New Jersey, with a letter 
saying, ‘““You probably will never get 
the chance to eat real buffalo meat 
azain.”’ Incidentally, buffalo meat 
is scarcely the delicacy that those 
who have never eaten it might ex- 
pect. It is a dark meat, with that 
distinct flavor of all wild flesh; for 
tenderness and taste it does not com- 
pare with prosaic beef. This is why 
American cowboys are not ‘‘buffalo- 
boys,’’ why the industry centered on 
cattle rather than bison. 

Taxidermists profited by the hunt 
last season, and doubtless will be in 
the picture again this year. No Amer- 
can male citizen can be expected to 
shoot buffalo these days and not have 
the head mounted on a big wooden 
plaque to hang in his office, or, more 
likely, in his living rvom. 


HE biggest buffalo ever killed 

in Arizona, since men began 
weighing them and recording 

the weights, was shot by George Cof- 
fin of Phoenix several years ago. Cof- 
fin was one of the hunters allowed to 
do the killing when it became neces- 
sary one year to reduce the size of 
the State herd and no sale market 
could be found. As a rule, in such 
cases. it is possible to sell the surplus 
stock to zoos, circuses, city parks or 
collectors, but in recent years the 
market has been slow. Now the hunt 
probably will become an annual af- 
fair. Coffin’s fine trophy hangs in 
front of his office, visible through a 
plateglass window from the main 
street of Phoenix. It has ever been a 
subject of great interest, and many 
of the yarn contests in sporting 
good stores and on street cor- 
ners here eventually get around to 
“what George Coffin said hap- 
pened when he shot the biggest buff.’

These radiolarians are 
sometimes known as 
“‘wheel animalcules,’’ be- 
cause most of them build 
many-pointed spiky skel- 
etons out of silica. They 
are not really wheels, 
however, but spheres. 

But the foreshortened 
view one gets of them 
from one side makes

that clothes it is itself almost glass- 
transparent. 

Not all the radiolarians are little 
globular wheels; at least one species 
that has been modeled by Mr. Mueller 
has bilateral rather than spherical 
symmetry, and it is a beauty, too. But 
most of the tiny animals fit the name. 

In spite of the unbelievable beauty 
of his individual radiolarian modeis, 
Mr. Mueller’s real masterpieces are 
the ‘‘habitat groups,” in which plants 
and animals appear bearing the same 
complex relationships to each other 
that they do in nature. These are 
amazing bits of work. 

On a typical group of this sort, 
often containing models of hundreds 
of plants and animals, Mr. Mueller 
will spend literally years of work, 
just as some of the old Italian masters 
spent years on a big battle painting. 

A notable group in the American 
Museum, which has been attracting a 


great deal of attention lately, is called - 


the Rotifer Group, because of the 
prominence it gives these little ani- 
nals. 

It is an exact representation of a 
half-inch of pond bottom, with its 
aquatic plants growing in place and 
& population of rotifers and other ani- 
mals engaged in the intense and end- 
less game of eating and trying to es- 


cape being eaten. Seen still, as though 
caught by a lightning flash, this 100- 
diameter enlargement of a watery 
microcosm is tense with drama. 
Zigzag through it run the stems of 
a bladderwort. This is a very com- 
mon plant, with species all over the 
world. Above water it bears attrac- 
tive little yellow flowers on stems ris- 
ing a few inches above the surface. 


ERY innocent and attractive it 
V seems— -but below water it shows 

itself for the hungry harpy it 
really is; an avid and remorseless 
plant of prey. Scattered on branches 
of its zigzag underwater stem system 
are little hollow green globes, with 
mouth-like openinge at the side, 
guarded with a number of fine green 
bristles. 

These are the plant’s traps, with 
which it catches its prey. They are 
‘apparently its stomachs also, for di- 
gesting the prey afterwards, for 
whatever gets into one of those traps 
never comes out again, but eventually 
turns into meat for the bladderwort. 

These traps are not mere passive 
lobster pots, either, into which the 
prey swims and is unable to swim out 
again. They are as positive as steel 
traps when they swing into action. 

When a swimming or creeping ani- 
malcule touches certain bristles at the 
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mouth of one of them, it 
suddenly snaps open. Inside, 
the globe has been empty, 
and seemingly under some 
tension, for the water imme- 
diately swirls into the open- 
ing, sweeping the luckless 
beastie with it. And that is 
the end of him. 

All this, carefully studied 
out by botanists, is faithfully 
reproduced in Mr. Mueller’s 
huge-scale models. One of 
the traps shows through its 
‘ransparent walls the _ re- 
mains of an unlucky rotifer 
that has been engulfed; an- 
other holds in a bulldog grip 
the head of a small worm- 
like insect larva, whose 
struggles will inevitably 
force it inward to its docm. 

Each of these traps in the 
model is basically a large 
bubble of glass. Over this 
the artist has fused on a net- 
work of green glass threads, 
to represent the network of 
veins seen on the natural 
plant. 

The bristles are slender 
rods and threads, and the 
attaching stem is a bit of 
glass tubing. The main stem 
is made of larger tubing, cut 
into lengths and fused to- 
gether at zigzag angles, 
faithfully copied from life. 

Within the outer stem- 
wall is a second tube, on 
which has been fused three 
network layers of green 
threads, to represent the 
three layers of green cells 
found in the natural plant. 

Lying athwart the blad- 
derwort stem at one point is 
a large desmid, a single- 
celled primitive plant, 
shaped like a half-moon. 

To make this, Mr. Muel- 
ler first molded two glass 
cornucopias. 

Into these he fitted 
masses of green glass beads lightly 
fused together over glass cores, to rep- 
resent the chlorophyl masses of the 
desmid itself. 

Along one side are stems of a leafy 
water-plant, its spiky leaves reminding 
one a little of Christmas tree twigs. 
Each of these leaves was made by 
first fusing a green “midrib” along 
the side of a glass cylinder, and 
then diagonally slicing out a piece of 
the glass. 

Running through the group are nu- 
merous threads of the fresh-water 
alga known as “water-silk,” or more 
scientifically as Spirogyra. It earns the 
second name by the beautiful bands 
of green that spin spirals around all 
of its cells. 

These are its chloroplasts, its food- 
making bodies. Spirogyra is alone 
among plants in having spiral chloro- 
phyl bodies. 

Of the various animals shown in 
the group, the most numerous and 
prominent are the rotifers. These are 
amall, mostly transparent creatures, 
more or less related to worma, though 
they suggest very little of a wormilike 
nature to the casual observer.

He decided to 
make a telescope. He enlisted the co- 
operation of a cousin, Fletcher Hick- 
erson, two years older than himself, 
and the two boys set to work to make 
a six-inch lens. Working in the base- 
ment of Wesley's home at 639 Locks- 
ley place, they ground and polished, 
using carborundum for grinding and 
jewelers’ rouge for polishing. 


HEY tested the lens repeatedly 
to make sure that its concave 
surface reflected truly. The boys 
put 40 hours of arduous toil on the job. 
When it was finished they were of- 
fered what seemed to them a good deal 
of money for it and they sold it. 
Some time later Wesley bought a 
telescope, a two-inch refractor, and 
after that another, of the same kind. 
He rigged up a stepladder as a port- 
able observatory by fastening to it an 
arm with a revolving rest for the tele-

scope. Later, he set a stout post in 
concrete in a vacant lot near his home, 
affixed a telescope rest on the post, 
and had a permanent observatory. 
He still uses the stepladder and the 
post and two rather battered tele- 
scopes, and with them he manages to 
get a very respectable view of the 
nightly pageant of the sky. When 
weather permits he spends many eve- 
nings seated in a chair behind one of 
his telescopes, and sometimes the fas- 
cinating spectacle holds him until al- 
most dawn. 

Within the last year the Webster 
Groves youth has not been content 
merely to observe what goes on in the 
heavens, but has been getting into the 
figure work, keeping records, collect- 
ing data, making computations. He 
works now with equations bristling 
with sines and cosines, secants, tang: 
ents, square root and Greek symbols. 

Since broadening the scope of his 
astronomical work, Wesley has be-

NCTHER job he does for the 
A same organization, under the 
direction of its Occultation Com- 
mittee, is to check computations made 
by the Naval Observatory at Washing- 
ton on the obscuration of stars by the 
moon. There are 67 major steps in one 
of these problems, and it takes Wesley 
more than six hours to work one out. 
He is said to be the only person in 
the St. Louis district doing this 
work. 
For the American Meteor Society 
Wesley collects information on meteors 
and fireballs seen in Missouri and IIli- 


nois and sends out news of such oc- 
currences to newspapers in the terri- 
tory. Many amateur star-gazers in the 
two states report their observations to 
him. His work in this special field has 
brought him into correspondence with 
Dr. Charles P. Olivier, director of 
Flower Observatory of the University 
of Pennsylvania, and Professor C. C. 
Wylie of the University of Iowa, both 
noted authorities on meteors. Dr. Oli- 
vier recently sent Wesley a complimen- 
tary copy of his book, ‘*Meteors.” 

Not long ago. Wesley decided that 
his small box camera was not adequate 
for astronomical photographs, so he 
determined to make one that would 
suit his needs. He asked newspaper 
photographers to tell him how a 
camera was made and how it worked. 
From their descriptions, he designed 
and made two. They are rough look- 
ing affairs, but they take pictures. 

“TI had a tough break, though,’’ Wes- 
ley said the other day, ‘‘when the Per- 
seid showers were on last August. One 
night I took a picture of a meteor, 
but the focus wasn’t right and I didn’t 
get everything that should have been 
in the photograph. One thing that 
should have been in it was a new com- 
et. It was discovered that night by 
Dr. I’. L. Whipple of Harvard and L. 
C. Peltier of Ohio and given their 
names. My camera was aimed at the 
right place, and I'm sure if the focus 
bad been correct, my picture would 
have showed the comet—and I would 
have been one of the discoverers.’
